At the Board’s organizational meeting on April 19, 
1983, following the annual town election, Stephen B. 
Goldenberg was elected Chairman. Other Board 
members are Edward Novakoff, Robert M. Stein, 
Ronald F. Rosenblith and Michael W. Merrill. Richard T. 
Leary was reappointed to serve as Executive Secretary 
of the Board for the period July 1, 1983 - June 30, 1984. 

Our primary objective in preparing this year’s Annual 
Report of the Town of Brookline has been to help in- 
terested citizens understand and evaluate the standard 
of performance rendered and to apprise residents of 
progress made by our community during the past year. 
1983 in Headlines, which appears on an earlier page of 
the Annual Report, is a capsule Summary of major town 
activities and events during the year, many of which 
were of importance to the Selectmen. Our report this 
year will concentrate on some of those and on other 
projects and issues which were of major importance 
during 1983 and resulted in key actions by the Board. 
The details of departmental activities will not be sum- 
marized here as it is felt that they are covered quite 
adequately in each agency’s section of this overall 
Town Report. 

The Selectmen: are pleased to report that the 
Brookline Town Report for 1982 received the highest 
award for municipal reports at the Annual Meeting of 
the Massachusetts Municipal Association in 
November. The Town has received several awards

over the years for the excellence of its annual report; 
the competition for awards is keen, and a win is a Sign 
of professional competence that the Selectmen are 
proud of. 


A Fiscal Program for FY85 


The Selectmen and Executive Secretary began plan- 
ning for the fourth year under Proposition 2% early last 
fall. After considering the Executive Secretary’s pro- 
posed FY85 Fiscal Program and the budget guidelines 
contained therein, the Selectmen adopted the following 
program on November 8, 1983: 


“Brookline, like many other communities in 
Massachusetts, has taken essential and extraordinary 
measures during the past three years to live within the 
strictures of Proposition 2%. Completion of a reassess- 
ment program in 1982, more than doubling our local 
receipts, declaring a moratorium on capital im- 
provements, utilizing all of our available free cash, 
sharply reducing the town’s personnel complement, 
and eliminating or curtailing many town services that 
were formerly taken for granted, have thus far enabled 
us to stay within the 2% tax levy limit. As we begin 
budget development for FY85, however, we must be 
mindful of the fact that some pressing needs can no 
longer be deferred despite the reality that several of the 
fiscal options that were available to us in FY82, FY83 


and FY84 will not be available in FY85. It will be a dif- 
ficult year. 

A status quo budget still requires an additional $3 
million to offset the costs of collective bargaining, in- 
creases in fixed costs, and increases in state and coun- 
ty assessments; on the other side, the potential for 
revenue increases is becoming more limited - we are 
probably close to our peak. Clearly, major policy deci- 
sions will have to be taken during the next few months 
if we are to present reasonable, carefully considered 
operating and capital programs to Town Meeting in 
June, and provide the revenues to defray their cost. 

As we have discovered over the past three years, it 
is impossible to predict with a great degree of ac- 
curacy what the fiscal situation will be 6, 12, or 18 
months from now. It is heartening to read the views of 
most economists who tell us that there will be moder- 
ate inflation over the next 18 months, averaging 4%- 
5%, and that there will be no sustained rise in interest 
rates. However, several major expense items are com- 
pletely unknown at this time, e.g., state aid, which has 
been a vital factor in permitting us to offset our deficits 
over the past three years. Almost $4 million in addi- 
tional state aid has come to Brookline during the past 
three years with no strings attached, to be used for 
general municipal purposes. It is expected that the 
Governor’s upcoming budget will include $140 - $160 
million in additional aid, representing approximately 
40% of the growth in state tax revenues. As always, 
the distribution formula will be of paramount import- 
ance, and we must exert every effort to assure that we 
will receive at least as much in additional aid as we did 
last year - $748,000. 

With regard to local revenue enhancement, we are 
hopeful that significant income will be realized from the 
proposed off-street parking lot leases. Additionally, the 
Transportation Board will be strongly urged to increase 
parking meter fees in several areas to a quarter, con- 
sistent with the practice in Newton and other nearby 
communities. The water and sewer rates, last in- 
creased in January, 1983, will be reviewed with the 
Commissioner of Public Works in the near future to 
determine if a further adjustment is warranted in 1984. 
Strong emphasis will be placed on assuring timely 
receipt of all departmental revenues, a problem area 
since FY82. Looking to the future, we will formulate a 
long-range revenue program, 5-6 years, which will help 
to put our fiscal concerns in perspective and facilitate 
financial planning and programming on a sound, well- 
ordered basis. 

Our best judgment is that we are facing a deficit of 
$1 - $1.5 million in FY85. Despite this rather bleak 
outlook, department heads will be requested to submit 
budgets that reflect maintenance of existing levels of 
service. As flexibility throughout the budget review 
process will again be essential, the program budget 
format will be revised so that additions or deletions can 
be made easily at a later date. 


As part of the program description, a concise state- 


ment of the department’s goals will be included so that 
the mission of the department is very clear to the 
reviewer. The budget statement will provide an over- 
view of the proposed budget, highlighting the changes 
from the previous year. It will be written so that the 
reviewer has a clear understanding of what is being 
proposed, particularly the changes both in terms of 
dollars and programs. A new section on revenues will 
contain a summary of how the department head pro- 
poses to finance the department’s operations, high- 
lighting any changes anticipated. A chart will indicate 
three or four of the main revenue sources and the 
amounts collected or anticipated from each. We will 
also include in the budget document a summary of all 
revenues expected to be received in FY85, which 
ought to be helpful in providing a clearer picture of our 
overall fiscal position. The ‘‘Deletions and Additions”’ 
section will contain a brief description of what the 
department head would propose to delete and add, in 
building-block fashion, if available revenues change up 
or down by 10 - 15%. Changes in terms of service im- 
pacts will be described as well. Considerable emphasis 
will be placed on objectives and performance. By fol- 
lowing the procedure outlined above, the FY85 budget 
review process will be much more informative and 
meaningful than it has been in the past. 

With respect to budget priorities, repairs to public 
buildings, which has been seriously underbudgeted for 
several years, will receive special attention; motor 
vehicle equipment, much of which is seriously deterio- 
rated, must be addressed and consideration given to 
reinstating a regular replacement program - a lease- 
purchase arrangement may be helpful in this regard; 
park and playground maintenance, still underfunded 
and the source of many citizen complaints, will be ac- 
corded a top priority. 

In the area of fixed costs, group health insurance will 
likely increase by about $250,000 and workers’ com- 
pensation by $150,000 as we complete the transition to 
self-insured status. In the absence of a capital improve- 
ments program, our long-term debt and annual debt 
service appropriations continue a downward trend, and 
we hope to effect some budget reductions in the 
energy categories despite higher street lighting 
charges. s. 2161, so-called pension funding reform leg- 
islation, could result in a substantially increased retire- 
ment system budget as it would divert the excess in- 
terest earned on investments, about $275,000, to the 
State which would begin to finance the unfunded pen- 
sion liabilities. 

There has been no provision for a capital improve- 
ments program since FY81 and reduced CIP appropria- 
tions were customary in the years preceding Proposi- 
tion 22. A survey of departments and a review of the 
Planning Board’s program indicate that in FY85 we will 
have to face up to some of our capital improvement 
obligations. A meeting will be held with the Planning 
Board in the near future to review the program and 
discuss the most pressing items. 


Obviously, with a deficit position in the offing, we will 
not be able to deal with the priorities outlined above in 
any meaningful way unless significant new revenue is 
available to us. In this connection, it is important to 
note that the annual bill for collective bargaining settle- 
ments since the advent of Proposition 2/2 has been 
between $2 - $2.5 million. This heavy impact on the tax 
levy has meant that while we have been able, in FY83 
and FY84, to maintain service levels on a fairly even 
basis, we have not been able to add any appreciable 
funds in those areas which were decimated in FY82, or 
begin to catch up on deferred capital improvements, 
public building repairs, or motor vehicle replacement. It 
would be a salutary development, indeed, if the cost of 
collective bargaining settlements in FY85 could be 
reduced to reflect the modest increase in the rate of in- 
flation since 1982. 

Other major generators of additional revenue would 
be our special tax levy legislation which, if approved by 
Town Meeting and enacted by the Legislature, could 
produce approximately $2.4 million; and a favorable 
vote in an override election which would allow us to in- 
crease the tax levy by an additional $1.1 million. These 
major policy issues will be addressed in a timely man- 
ner, and the decisions taken will be determinative in 
shaping the operating and capital programs that will be 
presented to the 1984 Annual Town Meeting. 

A heartening development occurred in December, 
1983 when the Legislature enacted C. 641, which 
amended Proposition 2% and allowed communities 
which had reduced budgets more in the first year of 
2V2 than was legally required, to regain that revenue. 
In Brookline’s case, this meant that we were able to in- 
crease our FY85 revenue projection by approximately 
$3 million. While the budget for FY85 is essentially a 
level service budget, the enactment of C. 641 enabled 
the Selectmen to restore funds in selective areas 
which had been seriously impacted over the past three 
years. 

Pursuant to the Board’s budget priorities as stated in 
the Fiscal Program, much of the town budget increase 
of $1,708,513 was allocated to repairs to public build- 
ings, repair and maintenance of motor vehicle equip- 
ment, park and playground maintenance, and replace- 
ment of motor vehicle equipment which had been long 
deferred. The capital equipment section of the budget, 
as transmitted to the Advisory Committee, was _ in- 
creased by $565,406 with Public Works receiving 
$287,474 and the Police Department $177,394 of the 
increase, or 82%; repairs to public buildings was in- 
creased by $179,000, with major roofing work on four 
buildings accounting for $101,500 of the increase; tem- 
porary labor and additional supplies for the Park Divi- 
sion was included in the amount of $45,516 and 
$30,100 was allocated for the purchase of new and re- 
placement trees; additional books for the Public Library 
were funded in the amount of $35,447, and an addi- 
tional Librarian | at a salary of $18,542 will enable the 
Trustees to increase hours at the branch libraries. 
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There were very few additions to the personnel sec- 
tion of the budget which increased by $184,828 or less 
than 1/10 of 1% over FY84. The following new perma- 
nent full-time positions were approved by the Select- 
men: 1) 1 Librarian | at $18,542; 2) 1 Patrolman at 
$22 365; 3) 1 Working Foreman and 1 Tree Climber in 
the Forestry Division for $39,539. The contractual serv- 
ices and supplies categories likewise reflected modest 
increases of $146,357 and $116,047 respectively. 

With regard to fixed costs, the retirement system ap- 
propriation has risen by $471,006; the group health in- 
surance appropriation has had to be increased by 
$368,000; workers’ compensation expenses are ex- 
pected to exceed this year’s by $53,195; and $49,643 
is provided to offset the cost of telephone rate in- 
creases and the anticipated postage increase. 

All department heads are to be commended for their 
cooperation, diligence and achievement in submitting 
program budgets which, for the first time, included 
statements of budget changes and highlights, accom- 
olishments over the past year, and objectives for FY85. 
These innovations, plus many performance/workload 
indicators, made the FY85 budget review process 
much more informative and meaningful than it has 
been in the past. 

The FY85 Annual Budget, as transmitted by the 
Selectmen to the Advisory Committee, represented a 
well balanced program of service with certain carefully 
thought out restorations after three years of budget re- 
ductions and restraint. 


B2 Parcel 


The development of the B2 parcel in Brookline 
Village which has a long history dating back to 1972, 
moved towards fruition in 1983. The parcel has been 
under town ownership since November, 1981 when the 
Redevelopment Authority acquired title to the remain- 
ing privately owned properties within this redevelop- 
ment site. The use of the site was determined in numer- 
ous public meetings, culminating in Town Meeting ap- 
proval of the zoning (G-2.0) in June, 1982. 

The Town’s selection of Winn Development Com- 
pany as the developer of the site had been based large- 
ly on its commitment to interact with neighborhood 
groups and accommodate their concern that the 
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original design of the project be modified. At the time of 
the Winn selection, its preliminary proposal called for a 
mixed-use development of the site, including an office- 
retail complex and a small hotel approximately one-half 
the size of the hotel earlier proposed by Village Place 
Associates. As a result of extensive meetings with 
neighborhood groups and further market research, 
Winn modified its proposal to exclude the hotel compo- 
nent and to develop the site as an office-retail complex 
at approximately one-half the density originally pro- 
posed. This proposal was reflected in the Town’s ap- 
plication for Urban Development Action Grant (UDAG) 
funds which was submitted in July, 1982, accompanied 
by expressions of support from the following groups: 
The Council for Planning and Renewal; Planning Board; 
Brookline Redevelopment Authority; The Village Mer- 
chants Association; The Central Village Neighborhood 
Association; The High Street Hill Neighborhood 
Association; The Point Neighborhood Association, and 
the Precinct 4 Neighborhood Association. 

In June, 1983, it became clear that the UDAG grant 
would not be forthcoming. The failure of the application 
was attributed to the inability of the developer to obtain 
a firm commitment for private financing. The absence 
of such a commitment was in turn attributable to the in- 
ability of the developer to pre-lease a substantial por- 
tion of the project. The Board of Selectmen proceeded 
to establish a subcommittee to discuss the possibility 
of carrying through with the Winn development even 
without the UDAG funds. Discussions throughout the 
summer led, on August 9, 1983, to the adoption by the 
Board of a Memorandum of Understanding with Winn 
which set forth the essential terms and conditions for 
redevelopment of the site. The Winn proposal was to 
rehabilitate the existing buildings nearest Hearthstone 
Plaza to create approximately 24,000 square feet of 
commercial and retail space; to rehabilitate the water 
works building for use as a restaurant; and to construct 
an approximately 140,000 square foot office building 
together with a parking garage. 

In order for the B2 development to proceed, it was 
necessary to secure Town Meeting approval of a Land 
Disposition Agreement (LDA) between the Town and 
Winn Development Company. A summary of the agree- 
ment which was placed before Town Meeting on 
December 13, 1983 is set forth below: 


1. The B-2 Parcel will be subdivided into three 
parcels: 
Parcel A: Rehabilitated Buildings 
Parcel B: New Office Building with Parking 
Garage 
Parcel C: Waterworks Building (adaptive reuse) 


2. The Developer will lease the three parcels from 
the Town under a 60-year ground lease as the 
parcels become available. 

Annual lease payments upon completion, and 
the estimated dates for delivery of each parcel 
are as follows: 
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Parcel A: $40,000 March 15, 1984 
Parcel B: $30,000 March 15, 1984 (except for 
Water Division storage 
building and storage yard 
which is March 15, 1985) 
Parcel C: $30,000 March 15, 1985 
During construction (one year for Parcels A 
and C and three years for Parcel B), lease 
payments will be at one-third the annual rate. 


. The Developer will have a purchase option on the 


three parcels for a total price of $1,000,000. The 
purchase price for each individual parcel will be 
established by a formula based on the assessed 
value of that parcel in relation to the assessed 
value of all three parcels at the time of purchase. 
As an incentive for the Developer to purchase 
the parcels within the first 15 years, a credit of 
16%/rds of rental payments will be applied 
against the purchase price during this period. 


. The Developer agrees to make an additional 


deferred payment of $2,000,000 to the Town 
broken down as follows: 

Parcel A: $800,000 

Parcel B: $600,000 

Parcel C: $600,000 

The additional deferred payment will occur 

under the following circumstances: 

- the Developer purchases the land from the 
Town; 

- the Developer sells the General Partnership 
or any portion thereof; 

- the Developer refinances the property; upon 
refinancing, the Town will be entitled to 50% 
of net proceeds of any refinancing(s) until 
such time as the additional deferred payment 
is made in full. 

The Developer has agreed to refinance the 
mortgage during the first fifteen years unless 
interest rates have risen substantially for the 
three year period immediately prior to 
refinancing. The Developer has_ further 
agreed to maximize the proceeds during any 
refinancing(s) so that the Town may realize 
its full additional payment within the fifteen 
year period. 


5. The Developer will be responsible for real estate 


taxes on buildings and improvements; if the 
Developer does not purchase the parcels within 
the 60-year lease period, all buildings and im- 
provements revert to the Town. 


6. The Developer agrees to invest not less than 


$15,000,000 in the B-2 Parcel for construction of 
the following improvements: 
Parcel A: rehabilitation of three buildings 
containing approximately 
24,000 square feet for conver- 
sion to commercial and retail 
space; 


Parcel B:an approximately 140,000 
square foot office building* and 
related parking structure 
(*not to exceed 7 stories); 


Parcel C: adaptive reuse of the historic 
structure now housing the 
Brookline Water Department 
for conversion to a restaurant. 


7. Estimated construction time is one year for 
Parcels A and C and three years for Parcel B 
(following delivery of the parcels to the 
Developer). 


8. If the Developer does not commence construc- 
tion within the specified time period, the Town 
can either terminate the lease or increase the an- 
nual rent by 50% until such time as construction 
does commence. 


9. The Developer agrees to provide relocation 
space on site to Chez Rainer, Village Florist, and 
Nettle Office Equipment (minimum 3 years). 


10. The Developer agrees to pay operating costs of 
new street lights installed by the Town around the 
perimeter of the B-2 Parcel. 


11. The Town agrees to: 

a) clear the site of those occupants not intend- 
ed to remain on site, including relocation of 
the Brookline Water Division; 

b) demolish and remove those buildings that 
are not to be rehabilitated, including 
necessary filling, grading, and breaking up 
of pavement; The Town also agrees to turn 
over any wood pavers reclaimed from Old 
Pearl Street to the Developer for use in the 
proposed development. 
install new street lights and sidewalks on 
Washington Street in front of B-2 Parcel, 
and request additional funds for sidewalk 
improvements around the perimeter of the 
B-2 Parcel in future years as construction 
progresses; 
request approval and funding for redesign of 
Brookline Avenue-Washington Street in- 
tersection. If additional land adjacent to the 
B-2 Parcel becomes available as a result of 
the redesign, the Town agrees to add it to 
the B-2 Parcel for landscaping and 
pedestrian use. 


12. If additional land (pedestrian space) is added to 
the B-2 Parcel as a result of a redesign of the 
Brookline Avenue-Washington Street intersec- 
tion, the Developer agrees to landscape and 
maintain the additional land at his expense.

Town Meeting, by a vote of 140-40, authorized the 
Selectmen to execute the LDA and the proposed lease 
documents are now being reviewed by Town Counsel. 
Once the parcel is conveyed and development is com- 
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pleted, the Town will begin to realize new tax revenues 
from this 3.6 acre site which, under town ownership, is 
currently tax-exempt. 


Cable TV 


Shortly after the Selectmen granted the final 15 year 
cable TV license to Times Mirror Cable Television on 
January 4, 1983, representatives of Times Mirror and 
of Cablevision Systems Development Company re- 
quested a conference with the Board on the proposed 
transfer of the cable television license. At this 
preliminary discussion, Times Mirror officials ex- 
pressed the view that it would best serve the interest of 
the Town if the license were transferred to Cablevision 
which was in the process of constructing Boston’s 
cable system. Cablevision’s President, Charles F. 
Dolan, provided pertinent background information on 
his company which operates in three areas: the New 
York City area since 1973, Chicago since 1978, and 
now Boston. Mr. Dolan stated that since Brookline is in 
such close proximity to Boston, Cablevision could pro- 
vide the Town with a superior cable system which 
would be separate from the Boston system but would 
be supported by Cablevision of Boston and enjoy the 
economies of scale derived from adjoining a modern 
urban system. He assured the Board that Cablevision 
would meet all of Times Mirror’s commitments and, in 
fact, offer more advantages, including a greater variety 
of services at more affordable rates. At the conclusion 
of this initial meeting, the main points were summar- 
ized as follows: 


1. Cablevision will abide by all the terms of the con- 
tract between Times Mirror and the Town of 
Brookline. 


2. Cablevision will commit to maintaining the same 
construction schedule. 


3. Brookline will be dealing with a local manage- 
ment entity. 


4. The proposed rate structure will benefit our com- 
munity. 


5. Cablevision’s commitment to local accessibility 
will remain the same as agreed to with Times Mir- 
ror. 


Cablevision’s formal application for the transfer of 
the cable television license was submitted on August 9 
and was the subject of a public hearing which com- 
menced on September 27 and continued on October 
11, October 25 and November 8. On November 15, the 
Board took the following action: 


WHEREAS, Times Mirror Cable Television does 
not desire to continue to construct and operate 
the Brookline Cable Television System, and 


WHEREAS, Cablevision has shown a willingness 
and desire to operate a full, modern 96 channel 
cable television system in the Town, and

WHEREAS, Cablevision presents a unique oppor- 
tunity to provide a wide range of service of Basic 
52 channels throughout the Town at a minimal 
consumer cost of $2 per month, and 


WHEREAS, Cablevision has frozen the cost of 
that wide range of services for a five year period, 
and 


WHEREAS, Cablevision, in addition, provides 
consumers a lower cost across-the-board for 
each and every service level of cable television 
involvement, and 


WHEREAS, Cablevision has accepted most of the 
provisions of Times Mirror Cable Television’s 
license, guaranteeing a ‘‘State-of-Art’’ system 
that can only provide the highest level of enter- 
tainment, educational and public opportunities to 
the citizens and government of the Town, thus ad- 
ding to community knowledge and citizen involve- 
ment, and 


WHEREAS, the performance of Cablevision is 
now going to be guaranteed by both a $4 million 
bond and the entire corporate assets of Times 
Mirror, thus protecting the Town during the 
highest capita! intensive construction period, 
guaranteeing the construction and implementa- 
tion of one of the most up-to-date cable television 
systems in the country, and 


WHEREAS, Cablevision has shown throughout 
public hearings a willingness to cooperate with 
the Town and its citizens to provide a meaningful 
and carefully structured cable television system 
tailored to Brookline’s needs and desires, it is 
therefore 


VOTED: To approve the application for a transfer 
of the cable television license for the Town of 
Brookline from Times Mirror of Brookline to 
Cablevision of Brookline Limited Partnership, sub- 
ject to the sale of Times Mirror of Brookline’s 
assets to Cablevision, and the execution of a 
revised guarantee by the Times Mirror Company. 


The Selectmen recently decided that it would be in 
the best interest of the Town and of the cable television 
subscribers to form a Cable TV Monitoring Committee 
which would oversee compliance with the license by 
Cablevision of Brookline and generally monitor CATV 
in Brookline. The Board had earlier 
designated C. Stephen Bressler, Director of Human

budsman in connection with cable television. The ten

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Coolidge Corner Litter Removal Program 


A salutary development during the year was the for- 
mulation of a litter removal program for Coolidge Cor- 
ner. The Selectmen had previously adopted a require- 
ment for the submission of litter control plans by food 
vendors at the time of licensing but there was clearly a 
need for a broader-based program. 

Although the Department of Public Works personnel 
complement had been sharply reduced in recent years, 
Commissioner William T. Griffiths agreed to expand 
coverage on Saturdays and Sundays not only at 
Coolidge Corner but at Washington Square and 
Brookline Village as well. Chairman Goldenberg sug- 
gested that the cooperation of the merchants be 
sought, and enlisted the assistance of Joel Greenstein 
of J&J Ice Cream, Inc. d/b/a Steve’s, who had submit- 
ted a proposed litter removal program for Coolidge Cor- 
ner when applying for a food vendor’s license. Concur- 
rently, the Commissioner of Public Works was re- 
quested to recommend the most appropriate type of 
refuse containers for placement at various locations at 
Coolidge Corner. 

Meetings were held during the spring and early sum- 
mer with the Coolidge Corner merchants, who were ad- 
vised of the Board’s strong position on the matter of lit- 
ter removal and of the necessity of their adhering to a 
comprehensive litter plan. The merchants agreed to 
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Coolidge Corner litter removal program gets underway - (I. to r.) A.

underwrite the cost of the refuse containers and the 
following plan was adopted by the Coolidge Corner Lit- 
ter Elimination Association on July 12, 1983: 


Part | Public Works Department 

A. Continue to clean the area as they have been 
over the past few weeks. 

B. Review the strategic placement of trash barrels 
in the area. 

C. Contact the MBTA and ask that barrels be placed 
in both stations located at Beacon and Harvard 
Streets. 

D. Post signs in the area advising the public of the 
Brookline Litter Law and the $50.00 fine. 


Part Il Law Enforcement Agencies 

A. Police Department to issue citations to those 
who violate the Litter Law; thus raising additional 
revenue for the Town. 

B. Auxiliary Police to be utilized as a presence to 
deter those who break the Litter Law and wait for 
the proper authorities to issue the citations. 

C. Park Interns should seek to enforce the Litter 
Law. 


Part Ill North Brookline Neighborhood Association 

A. Through neighborhood meetings, they should 
make the public aware and ask for their coopera- 
tion. 

B. Start a ‘‘North Brookline Neighborhood Endow- 
ment Fund for Litter Control,’’ the principal to be 
contributed by the residents and interest on the 
funds to be used toward litter control. 

C. Supply plaques for the litter containers in the 
area stating that ‘‘North Brookline Neighborhood 
Association Sponsors Keeping Coolidge Corner 
Clean.” 


Part IV Merchants 

A. Every merchant is to clean their area at least 
twice a day (pick up all litter, papers, etc. on the 
sidewalk and gutters adjacent to their stores). 

B. Every merchant is to make a concerted effort to 
be sure their trash receptacles are secured. 


C. Merchants are to purchase a minimum of 10 bar- 
rels ($150.00 each) for the Coolidge Corner area. 
Every merchant is to contribute a minimum of 
$25.00; any merchant who operates a litter pro- 
ducing business should donate a minimum of 
$150.00 toward the purchase of a single barrel. 


Part V School Committee 

A. Introduce educational efforts in the Devotion, 
Lawrence and High School to encourage 
children and youth to participate in litter control. 

B. Involve school principals, police department and 

town officials in such efforts. 

The Selectmen will accord this program high priority 
during the coming months and would like to commend 
Joel Greenstein and all of the Coolidge Corner mer- 
chants for their cooperation and assistance in for- 
mulating and implementing this exemplary project. 


Smoking Restrictions in Restaurants 
and Public Buildings 


The Selectmen devoted considerable time during 
the year to consideration of a new Town bylaw pro- 
viding for the designation of non-smoking areas in 
Brookline restaurants, and io administrative regula- 
tions restricting smoking in public buildings and 
facilities. The Director of Public Health and the Ad- 
visory Council of Public Health took the lead in this ef- 
fort as a first step in the community’s coming to grips 
with a significant health issue confronting cities and 
towns throughout the nation. 
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With regard to the new Town bylaw, the proposal ad- 
vanced by the Town’s health officials required 
restaurants with forty or more seats to designate 25% 
of their seating capacity as a non-smoking area. They 
pointed out that more and more efforts were being ex- 
erted to restrict smoking in public areas and that — 
presently it is prohibited in food stores, theatres, and 
public conveyances. While there were several 
establishments that had taken the initiative and offered 
non-smoking seating for their patrons, for a community 
of our size with nearly 100 restaurants, the rate of pro- 
gress had been minimal. 

In arriving at a position on this issue, the Selectmen 
considered the views of the Group Against Smoking 
Pollution (GASP) the Massachusetts Restaurant 
Association, several Brookline restaurateurs, and in- 
terested parties from Newton, Cambridge and Acton, 
where programs, voluntary and mandatory, had been 
instituted. After lengthy deliberation, the Board con- 
cluded that a mandatory program similar to Newton’s 
was essential but that a measure of flexibility should be 
afforded. This would be assured by the adoption of 
practical rules and regulations which the Health 
Department, with the approval of the Board of Select- 
men, may adopt to effectuate the purposes of the 
bylaw. 

The Selectmen strongly believe that the new bylaw, 
which Town Meeting approved decisively, will not im- 
pose a hardship on restaurant proprietors, a belief that 
has been validated by the lack of complaints since its 
enactment. 

In view of the Town’s policy to encourage the 
discontinuance of cigarette smoking by those who 
presently do so, and to continue the non-smoking 
status of those who do not smoke, especially the youth 
of Brookline, the Selectmen adopted the following 
resolutions: 


BE IT RESOLVED THAT the Board of Selectmen 
directs the following specific actions: 


1. Departments and agencies of the Town of 
Brookline are urged to be diligent in enforcing 
smoking prohibitions already established by State 
law (Chapter 270 S. 6,7 and 21) in establishments 
subject to their jurisdiction. 


2. Responsible officials are urged to explore the 
potential for substantial savings in energy 
presently required to provide ventilation needed 
to maintain minimum levels of comfort in Town 
facilities where smoking is practiced. 


3. Members of the Brookline business community 
are urged to be cognizant of concerns relating to 
smoking and health and to implement appropriate 
voluntary measures to serve the health interests 
of their employees and members of the general 
public. 


4. The Board of Selectmen asks that the School 
Committee show a similar concern in this impor- 


tant area of health policy and that appropriate 
measures be taken to achieve comparable goals 
in the school community, with particular attention 
on helping young people from starting the prac- 
tice of cigarette smoking. 


5. The Brookline Health Department and the Ad- 
visory Council of Public Health are requested to 
provide expertise and leadership in educating the 
community on the health effects of smoking and 
the benefits, to smokers and non-smokers alike, 
of reduced exposure to tobacco smoke; to 
recommend bylaws or other appropriate 
legislative remedies; and to coordinate and sup- 
port the efforts of other agencies of Town govern- 
ment in their efforts to restrict areas in which 
tobacco smoking is permitted and in assisting 
Town employees who wish to discontinue smok- 
ing; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED THAT the Executive 
Secretary and the Director of Public Health, in con- 
sultation with department heads, elected officials, the 
Advisory Committee, representatives of the School 
Committee and School Department employees, and 
representatives of Town employees, consider the im- 
plementation of this Resolution within the structure and 
operation of Town government, with particular atten- 
tion to: 

a) the adoption of No Smoking rules in public areas 

of Town facilities and at Town sponsored 
meetings open to the public. 


b) the sale of cigarettes and other tobacco products 
within Town facilities. 


c) the need for a program of assistance, incentives, 
or rewards to Town employees who demonstrate 
a sincere desire to stop smoking, and 


d) the development of guidelines for the introduction 
of smoking control policies and practices in 
municipal work places. 


This was followed by the adoption of a vote on 
September 13, 1983, requesting all department heads, 
boards and commissions to adopt a No Smoking policy 
in line with the following recommendations of the Ad- 
visory Council of Public Health: 


1. No Smoking in Public Service Areas in Town Hall - 
Areas in Town Hall where business is normally 
conducted with members of the public; i.e. 
counter areas, information desks, etc., shall be 
posted as ‘‘No Smoking”’ areas. Further restric- 
tions of smoking in offices and work areas will be 
left to the discretion of the various departments. 


2. No Smoking in Public Meetings - No Smoking 
should be observed in meetings sponsored by the 
Town or held in Town Hall and open to the public 
under provisions of the Open Meeting Law. 
Whether or not smoking is permitted at other 
meetings in Town Hall is a matter to be deter- 
mined by the department or person presiding. 
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3. “‘No Smoking Area”’ in the Employees Lounge - 
The Employee’s Lounge on the 3rd Floor of Town 
Hall should provide a ‘No Smoking’ section of at 
least twenty-five percent of the available seats. 

4. “Smoking Areas’”’ - For the benefit of members of 
the public who feel the need to smoke, smoking 
will be allowed in the elevator lobby on each floor 
of Town Hall, and in the Main Lobby on the first 
floor. 


5. Other Town-owned Facilities - Town departments 
which operate facilities beyond Town Hall, i.e., 
Police, Fire, Libraries, Recreation, Schools, 
Public Works, Health, are asked to take ap- 
propriate measures to provide comparable con- 
sideration to members of the public. 

6. Effective Date - it is recommended that these 
measures take effect on September 1, 1983. 

This vote was later amended by excluding the 

School Committee and Advisory Committee while in 
public session but these bodies were urged, by resolu- 
tion, to adopt similar No Smoking regulations for the 
conduct of their public meetings. 


Longwood Mall 


Longwood Mall, which was planted about 150 years 
ago by David Sears, has been cited by the National 
Geographic Society and the Arnold Arboretum as one 
of the finest single stands of beech trees in the country. 
It is also listed on the National Register of Historical 


Beech tree on Longwood Mall. 


Places and has been recommended for Local Land- 
mark status. In 1983, a citizens group launched the 
Campaign To Preserve The Beech Trees on Longwood 
Mall and raised $16,000 to match Town funds, dollar- 
for-dollar, for the purpose of a long-term restoration 
and preservation program. During a period of fiscal 
constraints, this commitment by the Town and its 
citizens was lauded as an exemplary effort to preserve 
an historic and unique open space. 

The Selectmen are pleased to report that Ellen 
Golde, 7 Chatham Street, and the Friends of Longwood 
Mall have received the Massachusetts Historic Com- 
mission's Preservation Award for their initiative in 
establishing a joint private-public program to preserve 
and maintain the landscape of the Mall. Additionally, 
the Brookline Conservation Commission recently 
presented the Campaign To Preserve The Beech Trees 
on Longwood Mall with the 1983 Environmentalist of 
the Year Award. Mrs. Golde and her associates in the 
campaign are to be commended for collaborating with 
the Town in preserving this remarkable living heritage 
of 19th century Brookline. 


Arthur A. O’Shea Honored 


The Selectmen and Executive Secretary were 
pleased to attend and participate in the annual govern- 
mental reception of the Chamber of Commerce in June 
at which Executive Secretary Emeritus Arthur A. 
O’Shea was honored. Always a festive event, the 
reception affords business leaders in Brookline an op- 
portunity to thank civic leaders for significant contribu- 
tions to the Town of Brookline. 

The Selectmen were delighted to designate June 8, 
1983 as ‘“‘Arthur A. O’Shea Day’ in the Town of 
Brookline and to adopt the following proclamation: 


WHEREAS, Executive Secretary Emeritus Ar- 
thur A. O’Shea will be honored by the Brookline 
Chamber of Commerce at its annual govern- 
ment reception on Wednesday, June 8, 1983, 
when the Chamber and Arthur’s many friends 
and associates will recognize his forty-four

— appropriated $628,000, upon the recommendation of 
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Andrew H. Creen, Jr., Brookline’s new Chief Assessor. 
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the Energy Conservation Study committee for Energy 
Conservation Improvements in various school and 
Town buildings. 


The Committee recommended and the Board of Select- 
men executed a contract with Andover Controls Cor- 
poration for the extension of the existing energy 
management system to seven schools for $373,680 
and a contract with A & A Window Products Company 
for window replacement at Baker School for $194,800. 


The Committee has authorized the preparation of con- 
trol documents for miscellaneous heating im- 
provements at several schools. 


1983 Annual Town Meeting - Article 7 

Baker School Courts - The reconstruction of tennis 
courts and construction of a basketball court at Baker 
School contract was awarded to Hiway Paving, Inc. in 
March, 1984. Construction was started in April, 1984 
and will be completed by the end of May, 1984. 


1983 Annual Town Meeting - Article 9 

Street Improvements - Funds from this article were ex- 
pended on the reconstruction of two portions of lower 
Beacon Street. Construction was completed by Bitum- 
inous Asphalt Recycling Co., Inc. in September, 1983. 


1983 Annual Town Meeting - Article 10 
Infiltration/Inflow Study - A contract for the study of In- 
filtration/Inflow into the Town’s wastewater collection 
system was awarded to Camp, Dresser & McKee, Inc. 
This is an ongoing contract and presently wet weather 
flow measurements are being conducted. 


1983 Annual Town Meeting - Article 11 

Leak Detection Survey - A contract for a Leak Detec- 
tion Survey of the Town’s Water Distribution System 
was awarded to Coffin & Richardson, Inc. The Leak 
Detection Survey has been completed and the training 
of Water Division personnel is 50% complete. 


1983 Special Town Meeting - Article 7 

Longwood Mall Beech Trees - The contract for the 
maintenance improvements for the Longwood Mall 
European Beech Trees was awarded to Mead Bros. 
Tree Service, Inc. and the work was completed during 
the first week in May, 1984. 


1983 Special Town Meeting - Article 3 

Water Division Garage - The contract for the Brookline 
Water Division Garage and Maintenance Facility was 
awarded to Cumberland Construction Co., Inc. and 
construction was started early this year. This project is 
on schedule and a fall date is anticipated for its com- 
pletion. 


1983 Special Town Meeting - Article 4 

Park and Forestry Division Garage - In January of this 
year a contract was awarded to Delfour, Inc. for the 
steel building relocation for the Park and Forestry Divi- 
sions at Larz Anderson Park.

EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


In earlier annual reports | outlined some of the 
changes that had taken place in the town’s organiza- 
tion since our system of municipal administration was 
adopted over forty years ago. Those reports dealt 
primarily with 1) the expansions in the town’s 
organizational structure and the creation of new 
departments and agencies responsible to the Board 
of Selectmen to satisfy the demands for the broaden- 
ing or extension of municipal services, and 2) the 
development of the Selectmen-Executive Secretary 
form of government administration in Brookline with 
particular emphasis on the evolvement of the Ex- 
ecutive Secretary’s position. 

| thought it would be helpful, particularly in light of 
the town government study now being conducted by 
the League of Women Voters and since there has 
been such a turnover in recent years in both elected 
and appointed town officials, if | took the opportunity 
of this report to review the principal findings and rec- 
ommendations of earlier studies, and to compare the 
strong Selectmen-Executive Secretary plan in Brook- 
line with town manager charters in Arlington and Lex- 
ington. 


Historical Perspective 


Brookline has been rich in its tradition of good gov- 
ernment down through the years. In contrast to the 
sorry plight of many of our larger cities, it has been 
refreshing to turn to Brookline, a community embrac- 
ing slightly over 6 square miles, Surrounded on all 
sides by larger communities comprising the metropol- 
itan area, a community with its generous portion of 
comfortable houses, superior schools, public 
libraries, better roads and other municipal facilities. 

Brookline, by some strange wisdom, is still a town- 
one of the largest in the country, if not the world. Its 
chief officers are the 5 Selectmen who are described 
in the bylaw as the prudential officers of the town, the 
same designation that has remained uninterrupted 
since the Colonial days. Brookline has been a pioneer 
in many respects. It was one of the first communities 
in the Commonwealth to avail itself of the legislation 
authorizing public libraries. It was the first community 
to construct a public bath for the residents of the 
town. It has nurtured its school system with a gener- 
ous hand until its school plant and facilities outrank 
most other communities. As the years progressed, the 
town’s citizens constantly sought the best in govern- 
mental service. Many residents were most generous 
in their devotion to the local community and gave 
unstintingly of their time and interest to public office 
and committees. 

The question has been asked from time to time, 
‘How long can Brookline hold on to its rich tradition 
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and heritage?’ Developments over the last fifty years 
have tested the town government to a degree un- | 
known before. As was necessary in 1915, when the © 
town adopted the limited Town Meeting, modifications 
have been made in our governmental administration 
to adapt it for more efficient accomplishments. It has 
been an evolutionary process based on the recogni- 
tion that Brookline was an excellent town but that 
there was room for improvement and that it could be 
made a better one. 


Town Government Studies 


Between the years of 1920 and 1940 Brookline was 
a growing community with its population increasing at 
the rate of approximately 1,000 inhabitants per year. 
The Selectmen, in the late 1930s, had begun to realize 
that they must pay more attention to high policy mat- 
ters because of the complex affairs of the town; as a 
result of the important diversions brought on by mod- 
ern municipal government, they were rapidly losing 
contact with the day-to-day operation of the town’s de- 
partments. In 1940 the town engaged the Public Ad- 
ministration Service of Chicago to make an overall 
study of the functions of town government. No one 
was interested in adopting a city charter but everyone 
realized that our form of government must be stream- 
lined and refined to make it a more efficient operation. 

The central recommendation of the PAS report 
called for the appointment of a ‘‘chief administrative 
officer,’’ essentially a town manager. This recommen- 
dation did not meet with the approval of a committee 
which was appointed by the Moderator to study the 
report but in 1942 a step toward achieving a greater 
degree of coordination was taken by appointing an Ex- 
ecutive Secretary to the Board of Selectmen. His 
duties were to supervise the carrying out of the direc- 
tions and policies of the Board of Selectmen, to act as 
liaison officer between the Board of Selectmen and 
other boards and officials of the town, to cooperate 
with the department heads in effecting coordinated 
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Executive Secretary Richard T. Leary 


purchase of various materials, and to carry out such 
other administrative tasks as might from time to time 
be delegated to him by the Board of Selectmen. This 
step was taken without the necessity for legislation 
because no direct powers to carry out these duties or 
to effect the desired results were assigned to him. 

In 1950, following the action of the Town Meeting, a 
committee was appointed to study the question of a 
town manager for Brookline. It’s report was approved 
by the Town Meeting in 1951. In essence the report 
recommended a continuing study of two questions: 
which boards and departments should be consoli- 
dated and/or brought under the jurisdiction of the Se- 
lectmen, and what additional powers should be dele- 
gated to the Executive Secretary. A successor com- 
mittee (composed of essentially the same personnel) 
was appointed to carry out this study, and its report 
was submitted to the Town Meeting in 1952. This com- 
mittee recommended that the powers of the Execu- 
tive Secretary be substantially broadened so that he 
might become a ‘‘statutory officer’ of the town and 
be able to assume such duties of the Selectmen as 
might be delegated to him. With respect to depart- 
ments falling within the jurisdiction of the Selectmen, 
it recommended that the Executive Secretary be 
given powers of appointment and assignment of per- 
sonnel, coordination of operation, supervision of 
equipment, and supervision of budgets. The legisla- 
tion proposed by the committee was as follows: 


AN ACT defining the authority of the Executive 
Secretary of the Selectmen of the Town of Brookline. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives in General Court assembled, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Notwithstanding any provision of 
general or special law to the contrary, except as 
hereinafter specifically provided, the Selectmen of 
the Town of Brookline shall appoint by majority vote 
an administrative agent with the title of ‘‘Executive 
Secretary of the Selectmen’ who shall have the 
duties and exercise the authority hereinafter defined 
and shall receive such salary as the Selectmen may 
determine. He shall hold office until removed for 
cause after a public hearing by majority vote of the 
Selectmen. : 

SECTION 2. The Executive Secretary of the Select- 
men (the ‘‘Secretary’’) shall exercise such ad- 
ministrative authority of the Selectmen as the Select- 
men shall from time to time delegate to him and, when 
so authorized, may represent the Selectmen before 
any committee of the legislature, or any board, com- 
mission, body, agency, or person. As administrative 
agent of the Selectmen, the Secretary shall have 
authority to carry out the policies and directives of the 
Selectmen and shall make recommendations to the 
Selectmen with regard to matters coming within their 
jurisdiction. 

SECTION 3. The Secretary shall inform himself in 
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regard to the responsibilities, activities, and expendi- 
tures of each department of the Town whose head, 
whether a board, commission, committee, or an indi- 
vidual officer, is appointed by the Selectmen and each 
such head and the employees of each such depart- 
ment shall cooperate with the Secretary in furnishing 
him requested information. The Secretary shall advise 
such departments how coordination of their work and 
services can best be achieved. 

SECTION 4. The Secretary shall approve the ap- 
pointment and promotion of all employees of such 
departments and shall, subject to the limitations 
which now are or may hereafter be imposed by 
chapter thirty-one of the tercentenary edition of the 
general laws, have authority to require the permanent 
or temporary assignment or reassignment of any such 
employee from any such department to any other 
such department. i 

SECTION 5. The Secretary shall supervise the 
maintenance and use of all machinery, equipment, 
and supplies of such departments, and the purchase 
thereof shall be subject to his approval. He shall have 
authority to require the assignment or reassignment 
of any such machinery, equipment, or supplies from 
any such department to any other such department. 

SECTION 6. The Secretary shall supervise the 
preparation by such departments of their annual re- 
quests for appropriations, and any such request by 
any such department which has been disapproved by 
the Secretary shall not be included in the estimate of 
appropriations submitted by that department to the 
Selectmen. The Secretary shall from time to time 
review appropriations for such departments and make 
recommendations pertaining thereto to the Select- 
men. 

SECTION 7. This act shall take full effect upon its 
acceptance by the Town of Brookline by a majority 
vote of the Town Meeting Members present and 
voting thereon at a limited Town Meeting called for 
the purpose. 

These recommendations were tabled by the Town 
Meeting in 1952. 

In 1958, a Moderator’s Committee, generally re- 
ferred to as The Committee Appointed to Study the 
Question of a Town Manager Form of Government, 
concluded that the town should not adopt the 
manager form. The committee believed that its pro- 
posals, which were arrived at after exhaustive study, 
would produce many of the gainful results that might 
reasonably be expected from a town managership 
while at the same time minimizing the risks that had 
characterized the experience of many other com- 
munities with manager charters. More effective 
budgetary control and a greater coordination of ac- 
tivities were cited as two of the most important advan- 
tages generally associated with a town manager. The 
committee visualized a staff officer with a working 
knowledge of town operations acting as an informed 
advisor to the authorities charged with overall 


budgetary review and the general supervision of the 
several town departments. It further expected that the 
person charged with these budgetary review and 
departmental coordination functions would be able to 
advise the Selectmen and the departments falling 
within their jurisdiction on ways of achieving max- 
imum efficiency and coordination. At the following An- 
nual Town Meeting in 1959 it was unanimously voted 
to substantially broaden the powers of the Executive 
Secretary in accordance with the recommendations 
of the study committee. The following is a summary of 
the actions taken at that meeting: 

With respect to those departments, the heads of 
which are appointed by the Selectmen, the Executive 
Secretary shall 


1) Participate in the preparation of departmental 
budgets. 


2) Recommend to the Selectmen any changes he 
deems necessary in those budgets finally sub- 
mitted by the departments to the Selectmen and 
give the reasons for each recommendation. 


3) Make available to the Advisory Committee those 
budget recommendations and the reasons 
therefor. 


4) Examine transfers of funds within or between 
budgetary categories and make appropriate 
recommendations to the Selectmen with respect 
thereto. 


As to those departments, the heads of which are 
not appointed by the Selectmen, he shall 


1) Examine the budgets of such departments. 


2) Upon request of the Advisory Committee, make 
recommendations to that Committee with 
respect to such budgets. 


As to all departments, he shall 


1) Recommend to the appropriate authorities such 
changes in budgetary procedures as he may 
deem desirable and shall have these additional 
functions: 


a) Inform himself with respect to the respon- 
sibilities and activities of the various 
departments of the town. 


b) Advise the Selectmen and those depart- 
ments, the heads of which are appointed 
by them, on ways of achieving maximum 
efficiency and coordination of the activities 
of those departments. 


c) Take such administrative actions as are 
necessary to carry out the policies and 
directives of the Selectmen. 


d) Act as liaison officer between those depart- 
ments, the heads of which are appointed 
by the Selectmen, and other departments. 
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e) Prepare annually a written report on the ac- 
tivities of his office. 


f) Perform such other functions as the Select- 
men may assign to him from time to time. 


The formal assignment of these responsibilities, ac- 
tual and implied, elevated the position of Executive 
Secretary in Brookline to one encompassing broad 
managerial functions. 

The Moderator’s Committee on Town Organization 
and Structure, a standing committee which had been 
recommended by the 1958 Study Committee, submit- 
ted a comprehensive report in June, 1968 following a 
study of Brookline’s town government. It is interesting 
to note that this committee commented that when the 
committee looked to other towns and cities in the 
Commonwealth for effective methods they found that 
these communities most often turned to Brookline for 
examples of how a town may be efficiently run. Paren- 
thetically, this continues to be the case. The Ex- 
ecutive Secretary is contacted regularly by study 
committees in other communities for pertinent infor- 
mation and advice regarding the Brookline system. It 
is probably fair to say that over the years more than 
fifty towns in the Commonwealth have consulted with 
the town’s chief administrative officer when changes 
in their form of town administration were under con- 
sideration. 

Consideration was also given by the committee to 
the town manager structure for Brookline. After care- 
ful study the committee did not recommend this 
course as a valid solution. It pointed out that the 
gradual development of the office of Executive Secre- 
tary, growing out of recommendations made in the 
1940 survey by the Public Administration Service and 
the additions to functions and staff recommended in 
the government study conducted in 1958, had given 
the Executive Secretary most of the powers of a town 
manager with the exception of the power to hire and 
fire. In the committee’s words, ‘‘This function is now 
performed jointly by the Executive Secretary and the 
Board of Selectmen and keeps the Executive Secre- 
tary removed from the immediate arena of politics 
which has proven to be one of the major stumbling 
blocks to successful use of the town manager system. 
According to studies made by the League of Women 
Voters and others, communities which have adopted 
the town manager system and later rejected it have 
done so because of the injection of politics into the 
manager’s oOffice.”’ 


In summary, this evaluation of Brookline’s town ad- 
ministration found that we possessed the machinery 
for effective government; that the Board of Select- 
men, with its appointive power over boards and com- 
missions and with its control over the hiring of most 
key personnel, had adequate authority to concentrate 
on policy direction; that the office of Executive 
Secretary had the power to oversee administration. 


Principal Accountabilities of Executive Secretary 


The Hay Study of 1978, a consultant evaluation of 
town administrative and department head positions, 
defined the Executive Secretary’s principal accounta- 
bilities as follows: 

Policy Development - is a primary accountability. 
This is a key, close and continuing administrative rela- 
tionship with the Selectmen, who as the senior 
elected governing body of the town, functions as its 
corporate Board of Directors. The Executive Secre- 
tary provides professional management input and is 
expected to anticipate broad-range developments, re- 
quirements and challenges such as major organiza- 
tional changes and to formulate innovative policy 
recommendations to meet them. Position papers, 
policy alternatives, and suggested votes are expected 
to be provided as the basis of policy formulation by 
the Board and Town Meeting. The incumbent is the in- 
terpreter of basic policy for the guidance of town of- 
ficials and other interested parties. 

Execution of policies established by the Selectmen 
and Town Meeting and implementation of programs 
required thereby is a fundamental accountability. The 
position is recognized as the principal management 
professional in the town, and the incumbent’s office 
serves as the transfer link between the political 
development of policy and the operational phase. It 
ensures that orders and policies of the Selectmen and 
votes adopted by Town Meeting are implemented. 

Operating budget participation and review is part of 
what probably is the town’s most significant annual ef- 
fort towards fiscal restraint and effective government. 
Here the incumbent exercises major influence as the 
town’s Budget Officer in furnishing budget guidelines, 
summarizing fiscal problems, constraints and relative 
considerations for the heads of departments, boards 
and commissions; then hearing, weighing, and recom- 
mending action on their budget requests, directed 
towards maximum effective deployment of available 
resources. With Department Heads, Deputy Ex- 
ecutive Secretary, and the Budget Analyst, the incum- 
bent prepares budget recommendations for the 
Selectmen. After discussion with the Selectmen and 
the Advisory Committee, final budget recommenda- 
tions are presented for annual Town Meeting action. 
This budget review process, so closely related to an- 
nual fiscal goals, probably is the town’s best cost 
control-effective program, and it also engenders 
departmental coordination throughout the town. An 
allied activity is the Capital Improvements Program, a 
forward planning effort that deals with projected ex- 
penditures against fiscal limits ior the ensuing six 
years. In both these areas, and in continuing review of 
performance to budget, this position is deeply in- 


volved and influential. 
Departmental coordination - abetted by budgetary 


control - is a critical accountability of the incumbent. 
As the principal professional management source in 
the town, the position is accountable for adequate 
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coordination among elements that are elected or 
otherwise appointed, such as the Library and the 
School departments. This coordination is accom- 
plished by verbal and written communications, by 
periodic meetings with all department heads at which 
matters of common concern are taken up, and by 
special and informal discussions as required. Depart- 
ment heads report directly to the incumbent on all ad- 
ministrative matters, and constant day-to-day control 
is maintained with them on problems and programs. 

Leadership of the Town’s Management Team - the 
human relations aspect of top-level executive direc- 
tion. This includes the establishment and 
maintenance of standards of professional administra- 
tion and management motivation for a score of 
department heads who are expected to deliver 
superior performance with a minimum of direct super- 
vision, based on adequate and current information, 
proper delegation of authority, and adequate assigned 
resources. 

Recruiting and recommending the appointment of 
department heads and other key management per- 
sonnel. The incumbent handles the initial recruiting 
efforts, screens applicants, selects those to be inter- 
viewed and makes recommendations to the Select- 
men, who are legally charged with the responsibility 
for making the appointments. Similarly, the Executive 
Secretary annually reviews the salaries of department 
heads, and recommends salary actions. 

Communications - an accountability of paramount 
importance. The main two-way stream of communica- 
tions that leads to effective government of the town 
flows through this office. Everything of significant im- 
port to the operation of the town transits this channel. 
Coverage is designed to ensure that all who should 
know - either by statute or for effective administration 
- are informed. 


Recognition by International City 
Management Association 


Outside authorities have also considered and 
evaluated the position of Executive Secretary in 
Brookline. The International City Management 
Association has established criteria as the basis for 
recognizing municipalities providing for a position of 
overall management. In the Association’s judgment 
the position’s authority must have the following 
characteristics: 


The administrator must be able to give 
general and authoritative direction to the ad- 
ministrative operations of the local government 
based on a delegation of authority established in 
law, on the properly adopted policies of the 
elected political leadership of the community, 
and on the administrator's own expertise; 

The administrator must be able to participate 
with the political leadership of the community in 
the making of public policy based on his 


specialized knowledge of the local administra- 
tion and on his own expertise; 

In terms of organizational relationships the 
position should have continuing direct relation- 
ships with operating department heads on the 
implementation and operation of programs. The 
most important factor here is that the position be 
recognized within the municipal organization as 
the principal general management professional. 
The relationship is most clear if the position has 
direct supervision over department heads. The 
real issue, however, is what day-in and day-out 
influence the position has over department 
heads. Further, in ICMA’s view, the position 
must hold sufficient authority to have effective 
influence on the appointment and removal of 
department heads; minimally, the position must 
be granted sufficient authority to review and 
make recommendations concerning operating 
and capital budgets. 


Usually, when these elements are present all else 
will follow-influence over who will be a department 
head and over the nature of the budget usually leads 
to coordinated administration of departmental ac- 
tivities, direct relationships with operating depart- 
ments and direct participation in policy making. The 
powers and duties that have been assigned to 
Brookline’s chief administrative officer over the years 
were more than sufficient to qualify the town as a 
community meeting ICMA’s criteria. 


The Town Manager Plan 


Advocates of the town manager plan in Massachu- 
setts cite as the greatest advantage of a strong 
manager charter the creation of a centralized town 
administration headed by a full time professional ad- 
ministrator whose powers and duties are clearly 
spelled out; buck-passing between independent of- 
ficials, boards and commissions is eliminated. Town 
administration becomes readily understandable to the 
average citizen who has a central focal point to turn to 
for information and assistance. Complaints can be 
directed to the manager, the person with authority to 
institute corrective administrative action in most in- 
stances. The actions of the manager are readily visi- 
ble to the voter as the governmental machinery is sim- 
plified. If the board of selectmen fails to enforce 
responsibility upon the manager, the voters may re- 
place the selectmen in the next election, and in some 
towns voters may recall them from office prior to the 
expiration of their terms. 

The strong manager cherter designates the 
manager as the chief fiscal officer of the town, 
thereby ensuring that town finances are properly 
coordinated and supervised. The manager is in daily 
contact with all phases of town government and, con- 
sequently, is in the best position to determine its 
needs and prepare a realistic budget. 
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Most town manager charters provide for a five 
member board of selectmen which plays a major role 
in town government as the town manager’s im- 
mediate superior. The selectmen by majority vote hire 
the manager, set his salary, and may fire him for in- 
competence. The manager is appointed for a max- 
imum term of three years in Arlington, Lexington, Con- 
cord, Holden, Shrewsbury and Wilmington. The max- 
imum term appointment is five years in Andover, 
Danvers and Saugus. In several other towns the 
manager is appointed for an indefinite term. 

The town manager charter makes substantial 
changes in the role of selectmen compared to their 
previous role; the most significant change is from 
direct administration and/or supervision of town 
departments to a concentration upon the solution of 
major town problems. The town manager in theory 
relieves the part-time citizen board of selectmen of all 
administrative duties, thereby freeing time the board 
can utilize to study, with the assistance of the 
manager, major town problems. 

The role of the selectmen depends upon their inter- 
pretation of the role assigned them by the charter, 
whether the manager has taken a firm stand on 
charter provisions, and changes in board member- 
ship. The selectmen generally will not attempt to in- 
terfere with the administration if the manager keeps 
them out of difficulty. 

To be successful as chief executive of the town the 
manager must develop excellent rapport with the 
board of selectmen. He must keep them fully in- 
formed and should seek their advice on difficult prob- 
lems and situations. Willingness to cooperate is a vital 
part of manager-selectmen relations. A manager will 
be courting trouble if he allows the selectmen to feel 
they have no important role to play in town administra- 
tion. 


Arlington and Lexington Charters 


The towns of Arlington and Lexington are generally 
regarded aS communities where the manager plan 
has worked successfully. Their managers are profes- 
sionals in every sense of the word. The principal 
features of the charters under which they operate are 
as follows: 


1. Appointments - The manager has broad appoint- 
ment powers with respect to department heads 
and town employees generally but the town ac- 
countant is appointed by the selectmen and the © 
members of several boards and commissions 
are appointed subject to the approval of the 
board of selectmen. 


2. The town manager in Arlington, and the town 
manager in Lexington with the approval of the 
board of selectmen, may reorganize, con- 
solidate or abolish departments, commissions, 
boards or offices under his direction and super- 


vision, and may establish such new depart- 
ments, commissions, boards and offices as he 
deems necessary. 


3. The town manager in Arlington, and the town 
manager in Lexington with the approval of the 
board of selectmen, fixes the compensation of 
all town employees appointed by him, subject to 
the civil service laws and the town’s classifica- 
tion and pay plans. 


4. The town manager has jurisdiction over the rent- 
al and use of all town property, except schools 
and libraries, and is responsible for the 
maintenance and repair of all town property, in 
Lexington with the exception of school buildings 
and grounds. 


5. The town manager is responsible for the 
preparation of plans and the supervision of work 
on all construction, reconstruction, alterations, 
improvements and other undertakings authoriz- 
ed by the town, in Lexington unless they are as- 
signed to the Permanent Building Committee. 


6. The town manager is responsible for purchasing 
all supplies, materials and equipment with the 
exception of educational supplies and school 
and library books. 


7. The town manager, with the approval of the 
selectmen, has the authority to prosecute, de- 
fend or compromise all litigation to which the 


town is a party, except in Arlington not with 


respect to tax assessments and abatements. 


8. The town manager may without notice cause the 
affairs of any department under his control or 
the conduct of any officer or employee thereof to 
be examined. The town manager has access to 
all town books and papers for information 
necessary for the proper performance of his 
duties. 


Executive Secretary or Town Manager? 


It has been stated on many occasions by con- 
sultants and study committees that the question of 
managership or the form of managership must be 
related to the needs and conditions of the particular 
community. Managership is not a magic formula 
guaranteed to work under all circumstances. The 
risks must be evaluated against conditions as they ex- 
ist. Some communities have turned to the manager 
plan because of corruption or because there were a 
host of glaring inefficiencies in particular departments- 
it was concluded that a managership offered the only 
solution. In the case of Brookline, which is a going 
concern with widespread citizen participation in the 


affairs of the town and with a cadre of devoted and 
able department heads, the question is raised, 
‘Would we lose more than we would gain?’’. The 
1958 Town Manager Study Committee concluded that 
under managership there might be fewer oppor- 
tunities for citizen participation, and that many of 
these opportunities would be in advisory, and perhaps 
in innocuously advisory, roles. 

The 1958 Study Committee made an interesting in- 
terpretation of the traditions and attitudes in the town: 


‘Traditionally, it is fair to say, the citizens of 
Brookline have been averse to anything that 
smacks of authoritarianism. There can be no 
question that at the present time there are many 
individuals, among the members of boards and 
commissions, among department heads, among 
town employees, and among the general 
citizenry, to whom the very idea of a town 
manager is abhorrent. Clearly, in the minds of 
many, managership connotes dictatorship or 
despotism. We believe that these fears are 
largely unjustified, and are certainly exag- 
gerated, but their existence must be recognized. 
Their significance for our present discussion is 
this: a town manager in Brookline would have to 
operate in a climate which would include 
substantial elements of hostility. This climate 
must be taken into account in evaluating the 
probable success or failure of a manager form of 
government.” 


It will be no less interesting to see how the current 
studies interpret the traditions and attitudes in the 
town in 1984, twenty-six years later. 

Clearly, the position of Executive Secretary in 
Brookline has evolved through more than four 
decades into a rather imposing administrative posi- 
tion, including many of the usual functions of a chief 
administrative officer or town manager but devoid of 
the onus for making appointments and reorganizing or 
creating departments, which have generated con- 
siderable friction and controversy in many 
Massachusetts communities where the manager plan 
has been or is now in effect. While it is a fact that 
many duties of the Executive Secretary are delegated 
to him by the Board of Selectmen and his role can be 
substantially modified by changes in the Board, the 
demonstrated utility of and confidence in the position 
as reflected by its continued recognition and accep- 
tance by department heads, boards and commissions 
augurs well for further strengthening of the office as 
necessary in the future. The stability and continuity 
that have been hallmarks of the position since 1942 
provide a foundation that could not be improved upon. 


TOWN MODERATOR 


It certainly has been an interesting year to be 
Moderator in Brookline. (You will remember the 
Chinese curse: ‘‘May you live in an interesting time.’’) 
The flag salute issue which had aroused so much pas- 
sion seems now resolved by the decision of our April 
special town meeting. No, we won’t salute the flag, 
but we will sing The Star Spangled Banner as an open- 
ing ceremony for each town meeting. During the heat 
of the controversy last December, many of us heard 
from friends across the country who read about 
Brookline’s proceedings in their local newspapers. 
Your Moderator was even taken over the coals in an 
editorial in the Biloxi, Mississippi newspaper as some- 
one who didn’t ‘‘understand the tenants (sic) of 
democracy.’’ It made me remember nostalgically 
those relatively peaceful days when all town meeting 
worried about were relatively simple issues like rent 
control and Proposition 2%. 


In my judgment the thoughtful debate at the April 
town meeting (which brought the raging issue of the 
flag salute to a close) was a tribute to the civility of our 
town meeting members and the strength of our town 
meeting system. 


| have often written about the crucial role the Ad- 
visory Committee plays in our democratic form of 
government. It is most pleasing to report that for 
another year, all of us at town meeting have been 
well-served by those tireless and dedicated citizens 
who work week after week to master the intracacies 
of the town’s operations and budget. Led by Chairper- 
son, Charles Ames, the Advisory Committee deserves 
the thanks of all of us. 


In addition to appointing the Advisory Committee, | 
appoint the Chairperson and members of the Commit- 
tee on Town Organization and Structure (CTOS). That 
seven person committee studies matters assigned to 
it by the Moderator, the Board of Selectmen, and mat- 
ters it chooses to study on its own motion. CTOS is a 
special opportunity to have on one committee a small 
group of citizens with wide-ranging experience in 
town affairs who are willing to study in depth issues 
relating to the organization of town government. | am 
delighted to report that former Selectman Steen and 
former Superintendent of Schools Sperber have both 
recently accepted appointments to the Committee. 

Another Moderator’s committee under the Chair of 
Joan Lamphier, a veteran town meeting member, is 
exploring ways in which our local cable television can 
broadcast town meetings with the least intrusion into 
our proceedings. We expect their report soon. 

At the heart of our democratic form of government 
is the town meeting itself. Some may say that | am not 
an impartial observer; but from where | stand debate 
has never been more robust, participation has never 
been so great. | think two changes in our procedures 
have contributed, at least in a modest way, to the 
health of town meeting. First, no one is allowed more 
than five minutes to present his or her argument; sec- 
ond, town meeting members are given the opportunity 
to speak before we open the meeting to others. In a 
typical debate, opponent follows proponent in rapid 
succession which enlivens the process. 

As always, | welcome your comments, criticism, 
and suggestions as to how we can make the town 
meeting work better. 


Committee on Town Organization 


and Structure 


The Committee on Town Organization and Structure 
is a seven-member citizen committee appointed by the 
Moderator to maintain a continuing scrutiny of the or- 
ganizational structure of the town. Ruth D. Dorfman 
served as Chairman and Franklin Wyman, Jr. was ap- 
pointed as a new member joining Jean D. Berg, Mark 
A. Michelson, Morton Robert Godine, Laura B. Moore 
and Justin L. Wyner. 

During 1983 the Committee on Town Organization 
and Structure reviewed and reported to the town on 
several important matters. On behalf of the Board of 
Selectmen, the Committee concluded an exhaustive 
study and analysis of the delivery of Human Services in 
the Town of Brookline, with primary focus on the De- 
partments of Health, Veterans’ Services, Human Rela- 
tions-Youth Resources and the Council on Aging. The 
Human Services Study Report will serve as the basis 
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for improvements in both the coordination of the 
Town's programs of social services and the actual car- 
rying out of these programs at minimal cost. 

At the request of the Moderator, the Committee stud- 
ied and reported to Town Meeting on the effect of the 
collective bargaining process on the ability of Town 
Meeting to control the fiscal affairs of Brookline. The 
report encourages the settlement of contracts with mu- 
nicipal employees sufficiently in advance of the Annual — 
Town Meeting so as to permit the financial effect of 
those contracts to be factored into the Annual Town 
budget. 

The Committee also recommended and Town Meet- 
ing adopted an amendment to the By-Laws relative to 
the closing dates of the warrant for Annual and Special 
Town Meetings. In the interest of an informed and ef- 
fective Town Meeting, this change requires the provi- 


sion of adequate time for the Advisory Committee and 
' the Board of Selectmen to publicly review all articles 
_ and formulate and distribute their recommendations in 
advance of all Town Meetings. 

| Additionally, the Committee informed the Board of

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Selectmen of the need to revise the town’s precinct 
lines to reduce the percentage variation from the norm 
of the number of resident adults in each precinct.

Town Clerk 


The Annual Town Election was held on Tuesday, 
April 12, 1983. 29.5% of the total registered voters par- 
ticipated in the election, a 10% increase over those 
who cast their votes in April, 1982. Two recounts were 
held for Town Meeting Member seats, Precinct #9 and 
Precinct #15, with no change in the official results as 
reported by the Town Clerk. 

Town Meeting Members met at the High School 
Auditorium on Monday, May 16, 1983 to begin a sixteen 
article Annual Town Meeting and a thirty-four article 
Special Town Meeting scheduled for 7:30 p.m. and 
8:30 p.m. respectively. The Annual Town Meeting, after 
sessions on May 16, 24, and 31, and on June 20 and 
27, was dissolved at 8:35 p.m. on June 27, 1983. The 
Special had three sessions, May 16, 24, and 31, and 
was dissolved at 10:10 p.m. on May 31, 1983. 

A one article Special Town Meeting was held at 8:30 
p.m. on June 20, 1983. This Town Meeting was called 
on petition of more than 200 registered voters for the 
purpose of considering one article dealing with the B-2 
Parcel. The meeting was dissolved at 11:09 p.m. on 
June 20, 1983. 

On November 3, 1983, a four article Special Town 
Meeting was held at 7:30 p.m. Three of the articles 
dealt with Collective Bargaining and the fourth article 
considered application of Free Cash against the FY-84 


Registrars of Voters 
The Registrars held six Registration sessions at 
Town Hall prior to the Annual Town Election of 1983 


and recorded 31,900 Registered Voters. 
The Registrars participated in the two recounts peti- 


Town Counsel’s Office 


Town Counsel, Associate Town Counsel and a legal 


secretary/paralegal comprised the permanent staff of . 


the town’s legal department in 1983. In addition to a 
law student research assistant eligible for federal work- 
study funding, Town Counsel’s Office continued to par- 
ticipate in the clinical program of the Boston College 
Environmental Law Review, with two law review staff 
members engaged in legal research for our office, at 
no cost to the town. 

In 1983, Town Counsel’s Office devoted substantial 
time to representing the town’s interests in litigation — 
actual law suits — in which the town is a party. Every 
year Town Counsel’s Office defends tort and civil rights 
actions brought against town employees, constitutional 
challenges to town by-laws, appeals from zoning board 
decisions, eminent domain proceedings, workers’ 
compensation and special education cases, and num- 
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Tax Rate. This Town Meeting was dissolved at 8:26 
p.m. on November 3, 1983. 

On December 13, 1983 a Special Town Meeting, 
containing nineteen articles, was held at 7:30 p.m. and 
was dissolved at 10:35 p.m. on December 14, 1983. 

There were 421 Births recorded for the year, pend- 
ing final results from the City of Boston. There were 601 
Deaths recorded, pending final results. There were 653 
Marriage Intentions filed during 1983 and 528 Mar- 
riages recorded.

erous personal injury and property damage suits. In ad- 
dition, counsel brings suits on behalf of the town in a 
broad range of cases, including appeals from state ad- 
ministrative decisions, protective actions on behalf of 
school staff where children need social services, ac- 
tions to enforce town by-laws and regulations and fore- 
closure proceedings against real estate tax delin- 
quents. 

In 1983, we disposed of a large number of old cases, 
several predating current counsel, which involved sub- 
stantial claims against the town, including the Pierce 
School construction arbitration cases claiming in ex- 
cess of $2 million, the Ludwin civil rights cases seeking 
over $1 billion, the Levine case in which an election 
sign caused the death of an elderly woman, and 
Carlton v. Ryan in which a group of large property 
owners sought to reduce the town’s tax levy by approx- 


imately $2.5 million. Further, counsel successfully 
challenged a judicial interpretation of education law 
which resulted in numerous costly federal court ap- 
peals from administrative decision in favor of the town, 
and succeeded in reversing that interpretation in the 
federal First Circuit Court of Appeals. 

Our office was deeply involved in review of the 
Cablevision application for a CATV license transfer and 
negotiating the accompanying amendments. Also, 
counsel assisted in the drafting of a land disposition 
agreement and 60 year leases for the B-2 parcel. 

Another significant function of counsel is to provide 
legal advice and assistance to the Board of Selectmen, 
department heads and employees. During the past 
year, we furnished informal and formal legal opinions, 
drafted and approved most municipal and school con- 
tracts, met with a group of employees to discuss partic- 
ular legal questions, and advised the Selectmen in 
quasi-judicial actions such as licensing determinations 
and employee disciplinary hearings. 


Purchasing 


The Purchasing Department, by statute, purchases 
all supplies and equipment for every department. The 
procurement process involves receiving and reviewing 
requisitions, clarifying specifications, preparation of 
quotations and bids, issuing purchase orders, and the 
award of contracts. Effective delivery of Town services 
requires an extraordinary variety of supplies and equip- 
ment, all of which must be available when needed. 

During 1983, the Purchasing Department issued 
7066 purchase orders and invited 126 advertised bids. 
Procedures associated with advertised bids include 
public openings, formally executed contracts, and mi- 
nority business enterprise utilization reports. A new re- 
quirement was imposed on the procurement process 
by the Commonwealth during 1983. Bidders are now 
required to certify that they have filed all state tax 
returns and paid all state taxes required under law. 
Award cannot be made to vendors failing to provide the 
mandated certification. In addition, the Town must an- 
nually provide the Massachusetts Department of Reve- 
nue with a list identifying every vendor who received 
over $5,000. 

1983 was the final year of the Town’s first ambu- 
lance service contract. Specifications were reviewed 
and revised by the Emergency Medical Services Oper- 
ations Committee and the Purchasing Agent. Five bids 
were received and a new contract was awarded by the 


Currently, Town Counsel’s Office is receiving reim- 
bursement for legal services under court order from 
the unsuccessful plaintiffs in two concluded cases 
against the town, for a total of $12,800. However, such 
court action is rare and we cannot reasonably expect 
many repetitions. As in years past, we collected restitu- 
tion for damage to town property, largely through the 
efforts of our police investigator, in the amount of 
$37,637.93. 


One of counsel’s most important responsibilities is to 
assist town officers, employees and citizens in the prep- 
aration of articles and motions for Town Meeting (the 
legislative arm of town government) including amend- 
ments to Town by-laws and all other proposed legisla- 
tion. Articles and the final warrant are submitted and 
reviewed as to form and legality. Motions for each article 
in the warrant are drawn and the quantum of vote re- 
quired for passage of each motion is either noted on the 
motion or set forth in a letter to the Moderator. 


Board of Selectmen to the low bidder, Metro Emer- 
gency Medical Services, Inc. The contract is for a one 
year period with an option to renew annually for two ad- 
ditional years by mutual consent. The option feature 
enables the town to complete an effective annual per- 
formance review with the company prior to renewal. It 
is expected that this contract will continue to result in 
excellent service without town subsidy. 

General price increases were moderate and there 
were no significant shortages or supply disruptions. 
The 3.8 percent increase in the Consumer Price Index 
for the 12 month period ended December, 1983 com- 
pares with a 3.9 percent rise in 1982 and was the small- 
est calendar year increase since the 3.4 percent in- 
crease of 1972. A significant factor contributing to the 
low inflation rate was the price of oil which actually de- 
clined during the year. Reduced fuel prices resulted in 
significant savings and, as a result, the School Commit- 
tee was able to transfer $191,733 from energy ac- 
counts into other supply accounts at the end of FY-83. 

The sale of obsolete or surplus equipment is handled 
through the Purchasing Department. Four advertised 
invitations to bid on surplus town equipment resulted in 
sales valued at $73,049. This unusually high amount of 
revenue was primarily due to the sale of tractor-trailer 
trucks which became surplus with the closing of the 
Transfer Station. 


Personnel Board 


The Personnel Board started 1983 with unfinished 
business. Negotiations with the Brookline Engineering 
Division Associates were continuing for a contract 
retroactive to July 1, 1982. Early in March a one year 
agreement was concluded providing for a 6.5% base 
salary increase for employees classified as Assistant 
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Civil Engineers, and Senior Civil Engineers and a 7.5% 
base salary increase for employees classified as Junior 
Engineering Aides, Senior Engineering Aides and 
Junior Civil Engineers. Also included in the settlement 
were benefit improvements similar to those granted to 
other employee unions during the previous year i.e., an 


increase of Y2 day in personal leave and an increase in 
maximum sick leave buy-back at separation from 
$1,000 to $2,000. 

With 1982’s work complete, the Personnel Board 
commenced negotiations with all six employee unions 
for contracts effective July 1, 1983. The uncertain 
economy and the tentative nature of the town’s 
finances during much of the preceding year had not 
created an environment where either labor or manage- 
ment cared to lock into long-term contract settlements. 
Nineteen eighty-three was to be no different. 

While negotiations began early, it was not until June, 
just before Town Meeting, that settlement was reached 
with Local 1358 AFSCME, the Staff Association of the 
Public Library of Brookline, the Brookline Recreation 
Employees Association, and the Brookline Engineering 
Division Associates. All four one year agreements pro- 
vided for a 5.9% increase in base salary effective July 
1, 1983, an increase of 2 day in employee’s personal 
leave, and an option to cash in certain personal leave 
days. 

The four agreements were put before Town Meeting 
for funding on June 20, 1983 and all were approved. It 


Information Services 


INFORMATION SERVICES is responsible for pro- 
viding cost-effective computer services to all town and 
school departments. The department, created in late 
1977, reports to a joint Computer Coordinating Com- 
mittee for policy and goal setting. This consolidation of 
computer resources returns annual savings of over 
$300,000 compared to purchasing equivalent commer- 
cial computer services. 


The major computer is a Hewlett-Packard 3000 with 
40 terminal locations. These ‘‘typewriter-TV-like’’ ter- 
minals are distributed throughout town offices and 
schools to provide direct access to data from the point 
where it is needed. 


Town Terminal Network/Applications 


ASS@SSOrs 

Major activity is establishment and testing of a com- 
puter model to assist in calculation of real estate valua- 
tions. A phone (dial-up) terminal, plus a dedicated ter- 
minal, support this activity. Real Estate, Personal Prop- 
erty, and Auto Excise are computerized. 


Police-Traffic 

A terminal in the Traffic Division is used to enter 
parking tickets and ticket payment. 
Town Clerk 

Terminal is used for updating the town’s census data 
and voter registration control. 
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was the first time since the passage of Proposition 2Y% 
that more than one union renewed its contract prior to 
its scheduled expiration. 

Negotiations with the remaining unions continued 
through the summer. In October, agreement was 
reached with the Police Association on a one year con- 
tract, effective July 1, 1983, providing for a 5.9% base 
salary increase, an increase in Educational Incentive 
compensation of $400 at the Bachelor's Degree level 
and $200 at the Associates level, an additional per- 
sonal leave day for all officers, and an additional day, 
beyond that, for officers with twenty or more years 
service. That agreement was prepared for submission 
to the Special Town Meeting on November 3, 1983. 

Just before that Special Town Meeting on November 
3, the Board reached agreement with Local 950 
|.A.F.F. for a one year contract, effective July 1, 1983, 
providing for the same 5.9% base salary increase 
granted to other unions, an eight cent per hour in- 
crease in night differential and personal leave changes 
similar to those arranged with the Police. Both con- 
tracts were put before Special Town Meeting for fund- 
ing and were approved. 


Comptroller 

This office has a terminal to support transition to a 
new general accounting system. Appropriation Ac- 
counting, Payroll, and Accounts Payable are currently 
automated, but are being converted to an upgraded, 
on-line (direct access to date from remote locations) 
system. 


Treasurer 

Plans are in place to move to a one-time capture 
remittance control system. All payments recorded 
once are properly accounted for and controlled. Auto 
Excise and Real Estate posting and accounting is 
automated. 


School Terminal Network/Applications 


Brookline High 

The main office and each house have terminal ac- 
cess to student records for scheduling changes/in- 
quiries and report card inquiry. 


Elementary Schools 

Each of the eight schools has access to their 
students’ records for general inquiry and attendance. 
Instructional use is made of the terminals during 50% 
non-administrative usage. 


Special Needs Student Accounting 


A town hall terminal is dedicated to automatically 
keeping the expanded data required for special needs 


reporting. 
Career Center 

This high school located terminal is used by students 
to explore occupational choices through dialogue with 
a computer bank of occupations. 


Computer Science 

Six terminals are dedicated to training in computer 
fundamentals and programming at the high school. 
This mini-lab is a ‘‘peak’’ interest area in the town’s 
adult education program. 
Brookline Early Education Project 

Two terminals are dedicated to the statistical 
research necessary to obtain maximum benefit from 
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the project's efforts. Both terminals use phones to 
‘dial-in’ to the computer. 


Summation 

During times of shrinking municipal budgets com- 
puters are used to eliminate manual record keeping 
steps (e.g. automatic posting of excise payments), 
identify and follow-up revenue opportunities (delin- 
quent parking ticket summons automatic preparation), 
and to provide decision support data (budget changes, 
impact analysis and projections). 

There is growing recognition of INFORMATION as 
an asset which, properly managed, can reduce costs 
and increase revenues. 


PUBLIC SAFETY 


Police Department 


In 1983, the Brookline Police Department endeav- 
ored to surpass the achievements of 1982 that have 
been established as Departmental objectives: ‘‘. . .to 
safeguard individual liberties, to preserve life and prop- 
erty, to protect and serve the public at large, and to 
properly enforce the laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts and the Town of Brookline.’’ Under the 
direction of Chief George R. Simard, comprehensive 
training of members of the Department and strength- 
ened cooperative efforts among the Departmental Divi- 
sions has improved the quality and efficiency of police 
service in Brookline. Increased traffic enforcement, 
superior criminal investigation, and the efforts of the 
Crime Prevention Unit have afforded Brookline resi- 
dents a safer community. 

In 1983, Brookline recognized a 9.6% decrease in 
criminal incidents, and arrests were increased from 
1,705 in 1982 to 2,003 in 1983. In addition, forty police 
officers were issued commendations for outstanding 
police work during the year. 

The uniformed Patrol Division has promoted an ag- 
gressive approach to patrol technique that is primarily 
responsible for the increase in arrests and the reduc- 
tion in crime. In addition to this, patrol officers assisted 
2,054 persons at medical emergencies, responded to 
8,833 bank, business, and residential alarms, and per- 
formed a vast number of responsibilities of great diver- 
Sity. 

The Traffic Division has continued to closely monitor 
traffic operations within the town. Strict enforcement of 
parking and moving motor vehicle laws has enhanced 
pedestrian and vehicular safety, while generating 
$1,200,558 in revenue for town coffers. Arrests for 
operating under the influence of liquor increased mark- 
edly, from 195 in 1982 to 307 in 1983. 

The Criminal Investigation Division is responsible for 
conducting intensive followup investigations of crim- 
inal incidents, and identifying, apprehending, and as- 
sisting in the prosecution of criminal offenders. In 
1983, this Division investigated 4,311 criminal inci- 
dents, and recovered $1,640,192 worth of stolen prop- 
erty. The Patrol and Criminal Investigation Divisions in- 
creased arrests 60% in 1983, and sought 9,976 com- 
plaints in court, compared to 7,508 in 1982. 
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Brookline Police Officers fingerprinted 1,500 Brookline children in a 
Town-wide identification program. 


The Community Relations Division commands the 
Crime Prevention Unit, the Training Unit, the Juvenile 
Unit, and the Animal Control Unit. The Training Unit or- 
ganized and conducted a thirteen week Regional 
Police Academy that graduated thirty-one police offi- 
cers, including eleven Brookline officers, in July, 1983. 
In addition, the Unit offered Departmental members 
forty hours of in-service training in areas such as 
firearms, first aid, cardiopulmonary resuscitation, 
crime prevention, civil liability, and traffic enforcement. 
The Auxiliary Police contributed 2,250 hours of volun- 
tary time to the Department, and gained the respect 
and appreciation of every member of the Department. 
Park police interns, assigned to duty during the sum- 
mer, significantly enhanced safety and order in 
Brookline parks. The Juvenile Unit investigated fifty-six 
criminal incidents, and cooperated with the Depart- 
ment of Social Service in cases involving child abuse or 
neglect. In addition, the Juvenile and Safety Units 
organized a town-wide identification program for 
children, which included finger-printing and administer- 
ing safety advice to 1,500 Brookline children and their 
parents. The Animal Control Unit responded to 1,261 
complaints, impounded 199 dogs, and issued 206 cita- 
tions for Town By-Law violations. The Crime Prevention 


Unit disseminated crime prevention information 
through bulletins, literature, neighborhood ‘‘Crime- 
watch’ meetings, and the media, and promoted citizen 
awareness programs. In addition, the Unit offers 
residential and commercial security surveys to the 
community. Burglaries have been reduced from 1,012 
in 1982 to 864 in 1983, a significant decrease. 
Members of the Division investigated 38 miscellaneous 
complaints, referred 47 persons to social service agen- 
cies, and investigated nine racial and anti-semitic in- 
cidents.

Fire Department 


During 1983 the Fire Department responded to 
5,256 incidents of which 2,054 were medical emergen- 
cies and 10 were multiple alarms. Mutual Aid was 
rendered to various communities in our Metrofire 
District. Brookline likewise received coverage and 
assistance. Brookline experienced its first 5 alarm fire 
in June during which firefighters and equipment were 
augmented by 15 Mutual Aid fire companies from 9 
communities. 

During 1983 the Table of Organization was as 
follows: Chief of Department, six Deputy Chiefs, nine 
Captains, twenty-nine Lieutenants, one hundred forty- 
four Fire Fighters, five Fire Alarm Operators, one 
Superintendent of Wires, one Signal Maintainer, one 
Office Manager, one Senior Clerk, two Junior Clerks — 
Total two hundred. 

Seven members of the department retired and six 
members resigned. Several other retired members 
passed away and were awarded departmental funeral 
honors. Eight new members were appointed to the 
department during 1983. 


Fire Prevention 


All apartment buildings with six (6) or more dwelling 
units were inspected during the year as a part of our 
company in-service inspection. In-service inspection is 
the term given to the use of front line apparatus and 
men of the fire suppression force for inspection work 
while they remain in-service and ready for any fire or 
emergency calls via mobile and portable radio. This 
program is coordinated by the Fire Prevention Division. 
Additionally, there were inspections made of single and 
two family dwellings in connection with our smoke 
detector and oil storage inspection. We were not able 
to visit every one and two family dwellings because of 
difficulty with people being away. We expect to cover 
these units over a 2 or 3 year period however. 
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11 Brookline Police Officers were graduated from the 1983 
Brookline Police Regional Academy.

Over 250 fire drills were conducted in various 
schools, hospitals and nursing homes during 1983. 


The fee schedules which are in effect were responsi- 
ble for a substantial revenue return to the town as the 
result of various inspection and permit fees. | expect 
that in the near future these revenues will cover the 
cost of maintaining an aggressive and adequately 
staffed Fire Prevention Division. 

The Fire Prevention Division is also responsible for 
public education in fire safety and as a result we have 
been able to continue our efforts to teach fire safety to 
our school age population. During Fire Prevention 
Week schools were visited by inspectors from the divi- 
sion. Our smoke detector installations have improved 
during 1983 and we now have a 98% compliance in 
buildings with 6 or more units. One and two family 
dwellings continue to be a problem area in compliance 
and we will continue to improve our installations in this 
category of housing. 


Training 

During 1983 training was provided for all 8 new 
members of the department as well as several men 
from surrounding communities. This is in compliance 
with NFPA Standard 1001 for Fire Fighter | & Il. Some 
of the subjects covered were forcible entry, protective 
breathing apparatus, ladders, ropes, search and 
rescue, fire attack and extinguishment and medical 
emergencies. 

In January and February all members of the depart- 
ment were trained in CPR as required by law. Classes 
were also conducted for MBIA fire fighting in tunnels, 
eic: 

In September a refresher course for EMT’s was con- 
ducted by Dr. Mark Weinstein. This is a mandatory 
course for all EMT’s to become certified. Twenty EMT’s 
from the department attended. Also in September 
LNG/LPG seminars were held for thirty members of the

Large diameter hose (4”) was placed in service dur- 
ing the year on Engine #6 and classes were held in the 
use of this new hose. Additionally, new Scott Air Masks 
were introduced to the entire department. All men 
received training in the use of these newer and safer — 
masks. 

The Training Division attended several meetings re- 
lating to injury prevention and dovetailed this into 
various training classes. 

Projected activities for 1984 include Officer Training 
Programs, utilizing the NFPA Command Series, im- 
proved increased emphasis on fire fighting safety using 
NFPA Safety Training Series. These activities in addi- 
tion to the usual hose, ladder and fireground tactics 
and strategy training. 


Apparatus and Equipment 


All apparatus, vehicles and equipment were main- 
tained in proper manner with the result that out of serv- 
ice time for apparatus and equipment was kept at a 
minimum. 

Engine #6 — Hammond Street was in the process of 
being repowered as of the end of 1983 and is expected 
to be in service in January 1984. 

There was training in the use of a Metro Fire Hazard- 
ous Material Vehicle. This vehicle is expected to be 
placed in service in 1984. A replacement for Engine #5 
has been ordered and delivery is expected in the 
Spring of 1984. 


Fire Department Buildings 


There were no major repairs to fire department 
buildings in 1983. Several minor repairs were made 
and some storm windows were installed and should im- 
prove energy consumption. 


Emergency Medical Service 


The EMS delivery system is working out remarkably 
well. Anew 1 year contract was awarded to Metro Am- 
bulance in December. We currently have 38 trained 
EMT’s in the department with several others due to be 
certified. Our goal is to have two Fire Fighter EMT’s on 
each EMT company for a total of 56. 


Fire Alarm and Wire Division 


The Wire Division was able to install several miles of 
cable to replace old and deteriorated cable. 

A new Fire & Police Box was installed at Babcock 
and Freeman Streets. 


Building Department 


A total of fifty-two dwelling units were completed 
during 1983. Included in this total were; twenty-three 
units at Fisher Hill Estates, six units at 287 Kent Street, 
fourteen units at Beaconsfield Road, and nine units on 
various streets in South Brookline. Also, the Pine 
Manor College Gymnasium and the Community Room 
of the Sussman House were completed this year. 

A total of six hundred ninety building permits were 
issued in 1983 including; twenty-four town houses on 
Regent Circle, twelve town houses in Heathwood Lane, 
a six dwelling unit structure at 306 Tappan Street, four 
town houses at 699 Hammond Street, twenty condo- 
miniums at 1850 Beacon Street, the conversion of the 
Brooks Hospital, 211-227 Summit Avenue, to forty-two 
condominiums, a medical service facility at 360 Har- 
vard Street, and a two hundred ten bed nursing home 
at 30 Webster Street. 

Fees collected during 1983 totalled $284,382. Certif- 
icates of Inspection were issued to 192 Places of As- 
sembly, 59 lodging houses, and 11 apartment houses. 
The volume and type of permits issued were:

The total estimated cost of construction for 1983 
was $15,625,294 of which $4,369,919 was for new 


_ buildings. It is interesting to note that the cost of new 


buildings for 1983 was 66% of 1982. However, the 
total estimated cost of construction for 1983 was 
$1,641,344 greater than 1982, an increase of 12%. 

The total fees received support the full cost of ren- 
dering administration and inspection services for build- 
ing, electrical, gasfitting, and plumbing construction 
again this year, and if the proposed projects do pro- 
ceed during the succeeding years, fees should equal or 
slightly exceed the cost of the Building Department's 
services. 

The Building Department under the direction of the 
Building Commissioner administers and enforces the 
Zoning By-Law and the Building, Plumbing, Elevator 
and Electrical Codes of the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts and related regulations concerning the con- 
struction, alteration, repair, and use and occupancy of 
buildings within the town. This involves examination of 
plans; issuance of building, elevator, plumbing and 
electrical permits; inspection of work during construc- 
tion for conformance to plans, specifications and regu- 
lations; granting certificates of use and occupancy; 
and the inspection and certification of existing build- 
ings to insure the proper use, Occupancy and main- 
tenance in conformance to the applicable codes. 


The Building Commissioner supervises and directs 
the activities of the aforementioned programs and the 
overall supervision of the Community Development 
Block Grant Rehabilitation Program. In supervising the 
work of the Department’s employees, all building per- 
mits for construction, alteration or repair are reviewed, 
approved, or denied, and signed by the Commissioner. 
All correspondence Is sent out over the signature of the

Commissioner. The work involves field inspection, of- 
fice meetings, and telephone conversations with devel- 
opers, architects, lawyers, contractors, tradesmen, 
landlords, tenants, and people from other town or 
government agencies. The Commissioner answers re- 
quests for information, and interprets regulations for 
enforcement. Necessary legal action is initiated by the 
Commissioner. 

The secretarial staff performs the genera! office 
tasks including receipt of permit applications and fees, 
answer citizen queries, preparation of certificates and 
licenses, and as telephone receptionists. 

The Commissioner has overall responsibility for the 
efficient operation and maintenance of the Town Hall. 
Assistance in this endeavor is provided by one building 
inspector and two custodians. 

The Commissioner meets weekly with the Board of 
Appeals, where appeals of the decisions of the Building 
Commissioner, such as denial of a building permit 
because the proposal conflicts with the provisions of 
the Zoning By-Law, are reviewed. 

The Board of Appeals established by the Building 
Code of the town is also the Board of Appeals under the 
Zoning By-Law. The Board of Appeals met 45 times 
during 1983 to hear persons appealing decisions of the 
Building Commissioner in 92 cases. 

The Commissioner is Secretary to the Board of Ex- 
aminers which conducts monthly examination of appli- 
cants for building licenses required for contractors do- 
ing work in Brookline. 

The Commissioner is, by By-Law, the Secretary of 
the Building Commission, which is appointed annually 
by the Board of Selectmen. The Building Commission 
provides the managerial services required for the plan- 
ning, designing, construction, and equipping of town- 
owned facilities including schools. 

The Building Commissioner is the ex-officio secre- 
tary of the Energy Conservation Study Committee ap-

pointed by the Moderator. This Committee is responsi- 
ble for the implementation of a program to reduce the 
consumption of energy by the town’s agencies with 
special emphasis upon the use of energy in town build- 
ings. 

The Department provides technical assistance to all 
other town departments and programs of the town. It 
coordinates its inspection activities with other pertinent 
town departments and agencies such as Health, Fire, 
Code Enforcement, Rent Control, etc., and continually 
interfaces with the Board of Assessors, Planning, 
Public Works, Recreation, and School Department and 
the Library Board of Trustees. 


Repairs to Public Buildings 


The Commissioner initiates, as a result of depart- 
mental requests or from personal inspection of town- 
owned buildings (excluding schools) the repair and 
maintenance program. The budgetary constraints en- 
acted in 1981, following the electorate’s approval of 
Proposition 2%, continued to impact the repair and 
maintenance program. Continued reductions of appro- 
oriations during inflationary periods increases the diffi- 
culty to maintain the structural integrity and the effi- 
cient operation of the building systems. 

The exterior painting of the Main Library and Putter- 
ham Meadows Clubhouse and the installation of a new 
heating boiler and burner at Putterham Library, 
because of limited funds, were the only projects com- 
pleted during 1983. 

The Board of Selectmen during the formulation of 
the guidelines for the FY-85 budget have expressed the 
necessity for adequate funding for Repairs to Town 
Buildings and have determined that said account 
should be a top-priority item when the budget is final- 
ized. This decision is most encouraging and the funds 
appropriated will be prudently expended to assure the 
Town receives the most for the money. 


Community Development Rehabilitation Programs 


The Town Rehabilitation Office, under the direction 
of the Building Department, is responsible for the ad- 
ministration of the Section 312 Loan Program, the 
Comprehensive Housing Inspection Program, and 
homeowner grant and rebate programs in North Brook- 
line. A Town-Wide Rebate and Grant Program is also 
available to low-income homeowners throughout 
Brookline. Funding for these programs is provided 
through the Federal Government’s Community Devel- 
opment Block Grant Program (CDBG). 

During 1983, the Town Rehabilitation Office became 
involved in a number of activities relating to energy 
conservation for the average property owner. 

A working relationship was formed with MASS-SAVE, 
a nonprofit organization which provides low-cost 
energy audits to homeowners. Working with MASS- 
SAVE staff we developed an inexpensive and effective 
energy conservation plan for each client involved with 


the Program. 

Last spring, the Town Rehabilitation Office co-spon- 
sored a meeting at the Brookline High Schoo! auditor- 
ium to familiarize town residents with the Boston 
Edison Impact 2000 Program, also known as the 
“Wrap It-Cap It Program’’. The purpose of Boston 
Edison’s program is to provide low-cost energy conser- 
vation work that is guaranteed to provide immediate 
paybacks in the form of reduced energy consumption. 

Many homeowners have taken advantage of this 
low-cost energy package, in the form of purchasing the 
materials for do-it-yourself, or by contracting with 
Boston Edison to have it done. 

Anew program was implemented at the end of 1983, 
in cooperation with the Town’s Planning Department 
and MASS-SAVE. This program, known as the BROOK- 
LINE-SAVE Program, provided reduced prices to home- 
owners for attic insulation. Work write-ups are provided 
and through a group bidding process a savings of at 
least 30% is realized on the cost of a job. All finished 
work was inspected and approved by the staff prior to 
payment by the homeowner. Boston Edison gives 
homeowners a 15% rebate on the cost if six (6) inches 
or more of insulation is added. More than 600 home- 
owners applied for this program. 

A working relationship was also established with the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance Agency (MHFA) dur- 
ing this past year. The Town Rehabilitation Office was 
authorized by MHFA to provide assistance to first-time 
homebuyers under the MHFA Designated Neighbor- 
hood Program. Through this program, prospective 
homebuyers were certified for eligibility and were re- 
ferred to MHFA-authorized banks for fixed-rate lower 
interest mortgages. 

Our office also provided technical services for those

homes which required additional rehabilitation. During 
this limited period of time, four (4) new homebuyers 
were able to secure financing. 

Through the Community Development Block Grant 
Program, the North Brookline Rehabilitation Subsidy 
Fund provides grants and rebates, depending on the 
clients’ income, in the North Brookline Strategy Area. A 
total of $49,430 was expended in 1983 on this program 
— thirty-four (34) dwelling units were assisted with an 
average rehabilitation cost of $5,400 per unit. The ex- 
penditure of funds generated about $200,000 in reha- 
bilitation work in this neighborhood. 

The Town-Wide Rehabilitation Subsidy Fund pro- 
vides grants and rebates exclusively to low/moderate 
income homeowners in all areas of the town excepting 
North Brookline. Sixty-one (61) households received as- 
sistance to extremely low-income clients in the form of 
outright grants. Approximately $250,000 in private 
rehabilitation work was generated through this pro- 
gram, which continues to grow each year. 

The Town Rehabilitation Office provides other serv- 
ices to the town by assuming responsibility for monitor- 
ing the progress of other rehabilitation projects funded 
through the Block Grant Program. Additionally, the of- 
fice continues to work closely with the Equity Transfer 
Assistance Program by assisting their low-income 
clients with their rehabilitation needs. 

The staff also assists and advises homeowners and 
prospective homeowners who contact the office re- 
questing information on contractors, types of materials 
to use, or the best way to finish a home improvement 
project. More than 200 homeowners throughout Brook- 
line were given technical assistance in this manner 
during 1983 although they did not directly participate in 
the subsidy program. 


The Board of Examiners is established under the 
Building Code of the Town. Three members which in- 
clude an engineer, an architect and a licensed contrac- 
tor are appointed by the Board of Selectmen. The 


_ Board meets monthly to hold licensing examinations to 


ensure that all work in the construction, alteration, 
removal, or demolition of buildings or structures in the 
Town of Brookline be performed by qualified licensed 
persons. 


The monthly meetings are conducted under an 
“Open Meeting Law’”’ which requires notices of such 
meetings be posted to the public and that accurate rec- 
ords of the Board’s proceedings are maintained. 
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During 1983, a total of 76 applicants were examined 
and 74 successfully qualified for licenses. 
69 licenses were issued as follows: 


7 ABC (separately or combined fire resistive 
construction) 
2 D &F- Masonry Walls & Frame Construction 
15 F - Frame Construction 
37 F/Limited - Alterations & Repairs - Frame 
Construction 
8 M- Miscellaneous - Siding, Roofing, etc. 
In addition to the new licenses issued, 234 licenses 
were renewed during 1983. Fees collected during 1983 
totalled $6,945. 


PUBLIC WORKS 


Engineering Division 

During 1983 the Engineering Division performed 
services for the Department of Public Works and other 
town departments by furnishing contracts, plans, 
specifications, cost estimates, site surveys, construc- 
tion inspection, drafting services, and design for 
various projects. 

Community Development Block Grant Funds 
reconstructed Devotion Street and Egmont Street and 
rehabilitated Devotion Playground. Sidewalk and street 
lighting improvements along Harvard Street from 
Beacon to Stearns Road was started and will be com- 
pleted in the Spring of 1984. Community Development 
Block Grant funds along with Urban Park and Recrea- 
tion Recovery funds were used to rehabilitate Winthrop 
Square Playground. A Spring completion date is also 
expected for this project. 

Final plans and specifications were submitted to the 
State DPW for the $600,000 Urban Systems Project in 
Brookline Village. Final approval for this project is ex- 
pected early next year with construction starting in the 
Spring. This project was designed by the Division and 
Vanasse/Hangen Associates, Inc., Transportation 
Engineers and Planners, and will be financed by the 
Federal Government, the State DPW and the town. 

State Aid (Chapter 90) provided the Division with 
funds to resurface Beacon Street westbound from 
Dean Road to the town line, and two portions of 
Newton Street. On Newton Street, a steel guard rail 
was installed from Wolcott Road to the West Roxbury 
Parkway. A second contract reconstructed Beacon 
Street from Kent Street eastbound to St. Mary’s Street 
and resurfaced Beacon Street westbound from St. 
Mary’s Street to Carlton Street. 

During the year, Division personnel assisted numer- 
ous people who had problems with their sewerage or 
drainage, causing 14 sewer and drain repair permits to 
be issued and inspected. Ten permits were issued for 
new sewer and drain constructions. Among these were

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three large projects, namely Heathwood Estates, © 
Beaconsfield Town Houses and a condominium com- 
plex on Hammond Street. 

There were two Traffic Signal Maintenance con- 
tracts managed by the Engineering Division. Under 
these contracts 242 malfunctions to traffic signals 
were investigated and repaired. 

This year cable television was installed in Brookline. 
This created an extra work load for the Division. Cable- 
vision of Brookline (nee Times Mirror of Brookline) sub- 
mitted plans for their underground installation to the 
Engineering Division for approval. Permits were issued 
for 18 miles of underground cable. The cable installa- 
tion was inspected by the Division. 

Due in part to the Town’s intervention in Boston Edi- 
son’s rate hike request before the D.P.U., there has 
been a substantial restructuring of the street light 
rates. The cost of High Pressure Sodium (HPS) lights 
now better reflect their more efficient use of electricity. 
Since this change in the rate we have submitted work 
orders to change 130 incandescent and mercury street 
lights to HPS and we are continuing to investigate other 
lights for which a change to HPS would be cost effec- 
tive. 

As recognition of last year’s effort by the town to 
reduce costs and energy consumption while at the 
same time increasing the level of street lighting 
through the use of HPS lights, the Boston Edison Com- 
pany presented the town with their second annual 
“Street Lighting Award’. 


The Engineering Division assisted architect Pisani & 
Associates in the preparation of plans and specifica- 
tions for the Brookline Water Garage and Maintenance 
Facility for the Building Commission. On November 18, 
1983 bids were received with Cumberland Construc- 
tion Co., Inc. of Rhode Island being low bidder at 
$1,226,000. Construction is expected to start in early 
February, 1984. 

The Engineering Division prepared plans and

specifications for a new Steel Garage Building at Larz 
Anderson Park for the Park and Forestry Division. Bids 
were received on November 16, 1983 with Delfour, Inc. 
of Hingham being low bidder, with a bid of $147,853. 
Construction is expected to start in late March, 1984. 
The Engineering Division will oversee construction of 
this building and the new water garage. 


Transportation Board 


Parking needs were a dominant issue for the 
Transportation Board in 1983. A parking survey was 
conducted of automobile owners who pay a Brookline 
Automobile Excise Tax. The information received was 
tabulated by the Information Services Department. 
After many lengthy meetings the Board authorized the 
leasing of six (6) municipally owned lots for both 
daytime, hourly and overnight use. This was later reaf- 
firmed by the December Special Town Meeting. Predic- 
tions of tremendous numbers of people needing over- 
night parking did not materialize when on opening day 
only eleven (11) people had signed up to rent spaces. 

Other Transportation Board actions included ap- 
proval of a Resident/Merchant Sticker Parking Program 
for the Village, conducting speed studies on South 
Street, Newton Street, High Street, Dean Road and the 
Carlton Street area and ruling on numerous parking 
restrictions, loading zone requests and requests for 
warning signs. 

Highway-Sanitation Division 

The Winter brought a relatively light accumulation of 
snow amounting to approximately 43 inches. 

Highway Division forces were given financial aid 
from a State Pot Hole Bill enabling the department to 
patch a greater number of streets in need of serious 
repair. Asphalt and concrete patch work was also pro- 
vided for many school buildings and park areas to 
assist the Park Division. 

Cleaning crews continued the endless task of keep- 
ing streets litter free. The Division worked closely with 
citizen’s groups who volunteered help in combatting lit- 
ter and debris in various areas of the town. A new 
Coolidge Corner Litter Elimination Committee was 
formed. The Brookline Village Merchants Association 
continued to sponsor a major annual clean-up day. This 
day was a cooperative effort between the merchants 
and town forces. 

The Sanitation Division collected and disposed of 
some 25,000 tons of solid waste. A new five year con- 
tract at a privately owned transfer station located in 
Roxbury allowed the town to close its transfer facility 
on Newton Street. The private facility is located approx- 
imately three miles from the Brookline Town Hall and 
easily accessible from any location within the town. 
Hauling of solid waste is accomplished directly from 
collection routes, with town-owned collection packers. 
The Division is also improving its old dumpster system 
allowing increased efficient service to town-owned 
buildings. 
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Water Division 


During 1983, the Division distributed nearly 2.5 
billion gallons of water through 135 miles of mains and 
9800 service connections generating approximately 
$2.6 million in revenue. The per capita consumption 
was 121 gallons per day. 

The Reservoirs and Distribution section routinely 
performed all installation, maintenance and repair of 
mains, valves, hydrants and service connections and 
the upkeep of Brookline’s four storage reservoirs. In 
1983, 104 water services were either installed new or 
relayed, 42 service and main leaks were repaired and 
56 fire hydrants were repaired or replaced. Emergency 
services were provided in response to 439 service 
calls. 

The Meter Section read approximately 10,000 water 
meters, replaced 574 old mechanical type meters with 
new magnetic meters, repaired 106 meters of various 
sizes for reuse, and investigated 612 customer com- 
plaints throughout the year. In addition, three large 
commercial compound meters over 20 years old were 
replaced with new, more accurate turbine meters. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 286, Acts of 1982, 
the Division applied for and received State Grant Funds 
for the implementation of a system wide leak detection 
program in the amount of $31,000. The engineering 
firm of Coffin & Richardson, Inc. was retained in Octo- 
ber and at this time the study is nearly 80% complete. 
The program is expected to reduce the percentage of 
unaccounted-for water significantly. 

In September the Insurance Services Office, with 
the assistance of the Water Division, conducted the 
10-year fire flow tests of the town’s hydrants and 
distribution system to determine the system’s ability to 
provide adequate fire protection. Results indicated the 
town’s excellent insurance rating has been maintained. 

To keep the town abreast of the latest technology in 
metering, a study to replace the entire metering system 
with new remote reading meters was presented to the 
Board of Selectmen.

Park Division 


The Division continues to work closely with com- 
munity and school groups in implementing mainte- 
nance Programiges 


Parks Division personnel aerate and fertilize Cypress Field as part 
of an intensive maintenance program for this heavily used area. 


Through School funds, Driscoll School Playfield was 
renovated by a contractor. The Park Division also as- 
sisted with funds and manpower in the renovation of 
the tot lot. In other cooperative efforts, the Lincoln 
Primary School provided funds for an erosion control 
program completed with Park labor forces. The main 
entrance to the Baker School was renovated with new 
shrubs and trees in memory of Dr. Newbury, with funds 
from the Baker PTO and Tree Planting Committee and 
labor assistance provided by the Division. The Runkle 
PTO purchased new play equipment which was installed 
by the Division.

With the vote of Town Meeting, funds for the renova- 
tion of the tennis courts and basketball court at Baker 
enabled preparation of plans to improve these 
facilities, with the work to be completed in the Summer 
of 1984. In the Spring and Summer, special attention 
was given to renovation of the community garden plots 
at Larz Anderson Park. In addition to regular 
maintenance at all open space areas, a program for 
the Putterham Meadows Golf Course was developed to 


increase the level of maintenance. A renovation pro- 
gram for Horace James Circle was developed and 
begun, with an increased level of maintenance after 
the major aspects are completed in early 1984. 

With funding through the National Park Service, 
renovation for the Winthrop Playground was begun, 
with an anticipated completion in the Summer of 1984. 

In order to improve conditions for maximum use, in- 
creased levels of fertilizer, aeration and seeding were 
implemented at Cypress and Downes Fields. 

The Division worked with community groups regard- 
ing the following areas: Coolidge, Corey Hill, Griggs, 
Longwood, Minot and Waldstein parks. 


Forestry — Tree Planting Committee 


A total of 57 new trees were planted in the town dur- 
ing 1983, the lowest number in a very long time, and far 
below the number of removals. For the third year in a 
row, the town budget failed to provide funds for the pur- 
chasing of new trees. Community Development funds 
were available to add 14 new trees on Egmont Street, 9 
on Devotion Street, 6 each on Netherlands Road and 
Beacon Street, and 1 on Emerson Garden Park. The 
Tree Planting Committee’s trust funds were used for 7 
replacement trees at various locations and 4 new trees 
at the Baker School. 

The Committee’s Arbor Day Program consisted of 
distributing 1000 scotch pine seedlings to the 9 
elementary schools. 

A highlight of the year was the commencement of a 
restoration program for the historic Beech trees on 
Longwood Mall, stimulated by the efforts of a local 
neighborhood group organized for that purpose. Long- 
wood Mall has been described as ‘“‘the finest grove of 
European Beeches in the United States.’’ Through a 
‘Campaign to Preserve the Beech Trees’’, $20,000 
was raised as a Perpetual Care Fund for these price- 
less and unique trees. The town on its part provided 
funds for restoration work which included root aera- 
tion, lime and fertilization, and cabling completed in the 
Fall. From its trust funds, the Tree Planting Committee 
will purchase and plant a large 8” caliper specimen 
European Beech on the Mall in the Spring of 1984. 

The Forestry Division removed 162 trees from public 
streets, 22 from parks, cemetery and public grounds 
and 24 due to automobile accidents. Thirty trees were 
removed by contract in cooperation with Boston Edison 
and New England Telephone Company. Forty percent 
of the cost of this contract was reimbursed to the town 
by those utilities. 

While a total of 236 dead trees were removed during 
the year, a great many more remain together with 
countless dead limbs which represent a serious liability 
to the town and a hazard to those who use its streets 
and parks. 

Through insurance claims for automobile accidents, 
$7,784 was recovered and deposited in the General 
Fund. The Committee has continued its efforts to per- 
suade the Selectmen to return these funds to the 
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The historic beech trees on Longwood Mall were aerated, fertilized, 
pruned and cabled as part of the restoration program. 


With the Gypsy Moth infestation behind us, the in- 
sect pest control program was kept to a minimum, con- 
sisting of some aphid, tent caterpillar weed and poison 
ivy control. There was an unusually high number of 
calls for bee, wasp and hornet control, which was very 
likely a result of the earlier gypsy moth problem. 

A total of 3 streets had significant pruning performed 
and as few as 15 of the over 1000 stumps were re- 
moved throughout the town. The average number of 
calls for storm damage and removal of dangerous 
limbs was addressed. In conjunction with these calls, 
and tree removals, approximately 100 tons of wood, 
brush and debris were disposed of and hundreds of 
cords of unsplit wood were provided to residents. 

Other work performed by the Forestry crews con- 
sisted of light maintenance at the Skating Rink and ten- 
nis courts, chipping of Christmas trees, and inspection 
of tree trimming for Edison lines and Cable TV. Inspec- 
tion and selection of all trees planted in the C.D. Pro- 
grams and maintenance of specialized forestry equip- 
ment such as chain saws, brush chippers, sprayers 
and the stump cutter were performed throughout the 
year. In the Winter, the Division also assists in snow 
and ice removal in parks and public grounds, and as- 
sists the Highway Division.

Cemetery 


The Trustees of Walnut Hills Cemetery met regularly 
with the Cemetery Supervisor, Carl R. Untersee, and 
the Division Director to review routine maintenance, 
fees and certificates. The Division maintains 46 acres 
at Walnut Hills and 2.5 at the Old Burying Ground. 

Crews from other DPW Divisions assisted as needed 
with street sweeping, leaf raking and general grounds 
maintenance in preparation for Memorial Day. 

In the Summer, the Human Relations Youth Re- 
sources Commission provided youths who helped with 
Summer maintenance needs. The Cemetery crew as- 
sisted other DPW Divisions in snow removal operations 
and special park landscape maintenance projects. 


Conservation Commission 


The seven Conservation Commissioners met 
regularly and worked closely with the Conservation As- 
sistant, Barbara Whiting and Division Director, Paul 
Willis. The Commission is also assisted by 19 Associ- 
ate Members, many community volunteer groups and a 
part-time federally funded office aide, as well as grants. 


Conservation Areas 
A CETA Summer Youth Employment Grant was re- 


ceived, enabling the Commission to continue trail 
maintenance and improvements at Hall’s Pond and 
Hoar Sanctuaries. The Brookline youths were trained in 
environmental management while improving condi- 
tions for visitors, and implementing the Commission's 
management priorities. 

On May 7th, the Commission formally dedicated the 
new Lost Pond Conservation Area with the co-sponsor- 
ship of the Friends of Lost Pond. As part of the cere- 
mony, the Selectmen and Tree Planting Committee 
helped to plant a tree. A tour and clean-up was also 
held that day. 

Through a volunteer’s assistance, an ongoing study 
of the salamander population and acid rain at the Hoar 
Sanctuary continued. In addition, an inspection with 
the Mosquito Control! District Officer in the Spring was 
conducted to assure no major problems. 

This Spring at Hall’s Pond Sanctuary, a natural 
history class for youths was sponsored by Project 
THINK with the technical assistance of Ms. Whiting. In 
the Fall, the program was expanded to include classes 
at both Hall’s Pond and Hoar Sanctuaries. 

Due to the continuing degradation of the water quali- 
ty at Hall’s Pond, the Commission submitted a request 
for funding through the State’s Clean Lakes Program 
for a technical study of the pollution sources and possi- 
ble abatement methods. 

The Commission continues to seek funding for the 
special plans and development of an innovative barrier- 
free natural trail design for the Amory Woods Sanc- 
tuary. 


A CETA Summer Youth Employment Grant provided maintenance 
and improvements to Conservation Areas. 


Open Space 


The revised and updated Open Space in Brookline, 
the town’s plan for open space and recreation, was ap- 
proved by the State. This document serves as a policy 
and action guide for the town. 

A sixth Conservation Easement was given to the 
town for a Y2 acre open space adjacent to a historic 
property, providing a buffer to the neighborhood and 
the nearby Olmsted Park. 

Commissioner Henry T. Wiggin again led the popular 
bird watks for citizens in the Spring and Fall, touring

open space resources. 

In implementing a priority of the Commission, a dis- 
play on open spaces was shown at the Main Library, 
and a slide show and talk was presented by Ms. 
Whiting at the Spring for the Arts Festival. The Commis- 
sion continues to seek means of protecting and pre- 
serving resources for the benefit of the town. 


Volunteers 


The Commission is assisted by numerous individuals 
and groups in assuring environmental quality for the 


town. A new community group, the Friends of Sawmill 
Brook assists in protecting this resource. In addition, a 
special gathering and Open House for Open Space 
was held to celebrate the many ‘‘Friends’’ groups, 
modeled after the Friends of Hall’s Pond, and to illus- 
trate the involvement and achievements of these 
groups. 

During the 12th Annual Earth Day Spring clean-ups, 
there were 12 community group events and the presen- 
tation of the 10th Annual Environmentalist of the Year 
Award. In recognition of the diverse and extensive con- 
tributions, several categories were established for the 
recipients as follows: Conservation-Brookline Conser- 
vation Land Trust; New Community Group-Campaign to 
Preserve the Beech Trees on Longwood Mall; Devel- 
oper-Parencorp; Public Awareness-Miriam Sargon; 
Adopt a Green Space-Minot Park Garden Assn.; Envi- 
ronmental Education-Robert Stymeist; Townscape- 
Dwight-Babcock Triangle Assn.; Volunteer-Hugh Matti- 
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son; and Public Service-Tree Planting Committee. 


Environmental Protection 


In the ongoing administration of the Wetlands Pro- 
tection Act, several developments required regular in- 
spections in addition to routine monitoring of all 
wetland areas. There were 3 permits, and 3 determina- 
tions, over 40 flood determinations. Throughout the 
year air and noise complaints were addressed. In 
March an unidentified pollutant in Leverett Pond was 
reported and investigated. ; 


The Commission also recommended reduced levels 
of de-icing chemicals by the MBTA wherever possible, 
participated in the State and Town’s Water Conserva- 
tion Week, adopted a resolution to control sulfur oxide 
emissions, and supported the continuation of the over- 
night parking ban to protect and maintain Brookline’s 
environmental quality and visual character. 


RECREATION 


The year 1983 was one of tremendously rewarding 
accomplishments by the Recreation Department. 
When the Selectmen, Commission and Director, in 
their infinite wisdom, deemed it necessary to increase 
user fees for various programs, it resulted in the largest 
return of money to the town in the history of the Depart- 
ment. After much deliberation, taking into considera- 
tion the impact on residents, fees were increased 
without making any programs ‘‘unreachable.’’ Careful 
and precise calculations returned a very substantial in- 
crease in revenue in the amount of $429,234.26 to the 
town without decreasing the number of participants. 
Since the goal of the department is to service, with the 
best programs possible, all interested citizens 
regardless of age, that accomplishment was attained 
by careful planning and substantial cooperation by a 
devoted staff dedicated to its department. 

The efforts of many hard-working, interested people 
culminated in the awarding of a grant to the depart- 
ment which is being utilized at the Municipal Swimming 
Pool with the installation of energy-saving solar heat. 
Other repairs including perimeter lighting and painting 
are being completed at the same time, allowing the 
pool to reopen into the efficient, useful, accom- 
modating facility of which the Town has always been so 
justifiably proud. Since the Town could always boast of 
having the first municipal swimming pool in the coun- 
try, the department strives to keep the programming 
available to everyone, and to keep schedules, within 
budget allowances, which afford the most oppor- 
tunities for full utilization of the facility. 

The Department is also pleased to report that the in- 
terest in Golf has not only continued but has greatly in- 
creased. It is most rewarding to see the numbers of 
people of all ages who participate in a sport which has 
such a vital ‘“‘carryover’’ value, bringing pleasure to 
golfers throughout their entire lives. The Department is 
pleased to be able to have the Municipal Golf Course 
operated successfully, efficiently, and to the benefit of 
so many people. 

Another major accomplishment in 1983 is the con- 
tinuing cooperation our Department enjoys with other 
agencies of the town. Because of our similar goals, two 
primary agencies of which this is true are the Adult 
Education Department and the Multi-Service Agency. 
This past year, 32 programs were co-sponsored with 
Adult Ed, 60% of which are held at the Main Facility. 
Our Administrative staff works very closely with the 
Adult Education Director, as well as with instructors. 
The present arrangement is best for all concerned, and 
much less expensive for the town. The basic premise is 
that our Department has input into programming and 
hiring of instructors as well as providing the facility; 
and Adult Education pays the course teachers after 
fees are paid directly to them. In addition to the 


courses referred to above, all regular activities con- 
tinue at the Main Facility as in the past. These include ~ 
tennis, athletic games, informal basketball, leagues, 
wrestling, bag punching, weight lifting, handball 
squash, gymnastics, arts and crafts and conditioning 
classes to music. In addition, there is Ping-Pong, table 
games, tap, ballet and baton twirling classes, jogging 
and special events. 

The Department has maintained a formidable 
number of programs: Morning Play classes, Day Care, 
the Lynch Teen Center, Skating and Hockey, Summer 
Day Camps, Teen Trips, Softball Leagues, Basketball 
and Volleyball Leagues as well as the other programs 
already elaborated on in this report. 

One of the most rewarding, popular programs is the 
Brookline Golden Age Club which continues to flourish 
and increase with incredible numbers joining. Where 
there was once a stigma attached to being a ‘‘Golden 
Ager’, we now have people in their fifties calling and 
pleading to join. We must be doing something right. 
The club celebrated its 30th anniversary at the annual 
holiday party which was attended by over 1000 beauti- 
ful enthusiastic Brookline Golden Agers who dined, 
danced, enjoyed the entertainment and sociability, and 
returned home full of memories of the gala evening, 
and looking forward to happy events in the coming 
year.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Introduction 


The Brookline Public Schools welcomed a new 
Elementary Principal this year: Thomas Cavanagh at 
the Baker School. Overall school enrollment is 3571 
elementary pupils and 2076 high school students. 

A number of curriculum areas were reviewed with 
presentations for the School Committee: Mathematics, 
Remediation, Special Education, and Social Studies. 
This year these discussions were reported to all 
parents in a curriculum newsletter, The Educational 
Network News. At the same time parents have been in- 
vited to participate in a variety of committees which 
review school programs and suggest new directions. 
These include: Parent/Staff Coordinating Committee 
for Grades 6,7,8; the Citizen Input Committee; The 
Gifted and Talented Advisory Council; the Social 
Studies Staff/Parent Advisory Committee; The Special 
Education Parent Advisory Council; and School PTOs. 

Community support has come from the Brookline 
Foundation and the School Volunteers program. The 
Foundation raises funds for teacher development pro- 
grams such as workshops, sabbaticals, teacher train- 
ing, in-service education, and conferences. The School 
Volunteer program has a long history of using the 
talents of citizens to be of service to students. 

The Schools have a richness of diversity in students: 
five bilingual programs serve Chinese, Hebrew, Rus- 
sian, Spanish and Japanese students. Bilingual tutoring 
is offered at the High School where students claim 
birthplaces in 60 nations!

Brookline High School 


In a year that saw a number of studies released 
about the inadequacies of education, Brookline High 
School was singled out for praise. Harvard Professor 
Sara Lawrence Lightfoot profiled it in her book, ‘‘The 
Good High School’’ where she emphasized the diversi- 
ty of students and described efforts of the Headmaster 
and staff as they set up a Town Meeting form of govern- 
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ment. ‘“‘High Schools,’’ a PBS film showed scenes of 
BHS in a positive light, even though the school was not 
identified. The building was shown as a voice-over in- 
toned: ‘“‘There are pockets in America where public 
high schools provide the best education for young peo- 
ple anywhere in the world.”

This is the ‘‘Year of Planning’’ and workshops which 
began in spring continue. Forums and interdisciplinary 
courses may be offered in each House. The schedule 
may be revised to accommodate these courses and a 
variety of activities may be tried to improve com- 
munication such as giving students feedback in 
courses, disseminating information more effectively 
and efficiently in the schools, and providing oppor- 
tunities for parental input. A Planning Committee for 
Town Meeting has been formed and a questionnaire on 
scheduling has been sent to students and faculty. An 
implementation plan should be in place by Spring. 


Mathematics Curriculum 


In October a presentation on Mathematics was 
made to School Committee. 

Begun as a pilot program 2 years ago, the Develop- 
ing Mathematical Process (DMP) Program will be incor- 
porated into all K-6 classrooms in the next few years. 
DMP is based on the idea that learning proceeds from 
the concrete to the abstract and that learning works 
best through a ‘“‘hands on’”’ approach. 

All levels of ability are accommodated through en- 
richment, supplementing the basic learning units. A 


few elementary students who need further challenges 
work with Terry Leverich, a High School math teacher 
who is developing materials and working with teachers 
to help these children. At the High School, all levels of 
abilities are served by the Transitional Math as well as 
by Basic, Standard, Honor and AP levels. Remediation 
is available to those needing it. Some schools have 
Chapter | programs and all schools have tutors. Help is 
also available through METCO. 

Under study are the grades 7 and 8 programs. Does 
the 7th grade math meet the needs of students? Should 
homogeneous or heterogeneous groupings be used? 
Should Honor Algebra be continued in its present form 
for Grade 8? A pilot program at Devotion under Joanne 
Lund presents pre-algebraic and algebraic topics in an 
intuitive and problem solving approach for 8th graders. 


Study of Grades 6,7,8 


A study of Grades 6,7,8 was undertaken this year. 
Those having an interest in the grades were inter- 
viewed: School Committee members, parents, admin- 
istrators, teachers and students. Other sources of in- 
formation included a Parents’ Questionnaire to gather 
information on strengths, weaknesses, and issues 
needing to be addressed and research on how other 
schools have handled similar issues. Findings were 
synthesized and presented to subcommittees and to a 
Parent/Staff Coordinating Committee which met during 
the year. The work of Committees will lead to summer 
workshops and some new programs are planned for 
Fall 1984. 


Revised Home Economics Curriculum 


Issues-centered study units have been added to the 
traditional Brookline Home Economics program. The 
revised program centers around five major life issues 
including: Nutrition Awareness, Personal Develop- 
ment, Health Concerns, Life Cycles, and Consum- 
erism. When visiting a Home Economic class, an ob- 
server can still find students working in classroom 
kitchens and at sewing machines, but it is not unusual 
to find Home Economics students working in the 
school computer room analyzing the nutritional com- 
ponents of a planned menu, participating in heated dis- 
cussions about sex-role stereotyping, or working with 
new resource materials on eating disorders, theatrical 
costume design, or money management. 


China Study Program & Art Ventures Grants 


The Brookline Public Schools have received funding 
for two 3-year projects: Brookline High School is the 
grant recipient for the China Study Program (one of 6 
secondary schools in the country selected for funding 
by the Dodge Foundation) and Grades 6,7,8 will be in- 
volved in Art Ventures, a Cultural Educational Collabo- 
rative Grant through its new Institute for the Arts, and 
the only grant given in Massachusetts in the area of 
drama. 
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Project BASE 


Project Coordinator, Faye Gordon, was informed by 
the National Highway Traffic Safety Administration that 
Project BASE was one of 13 programs nationwide 
singled out for making significant contributions to the 
overall drinking/driving deterrence program. Project 
BASE was featured in NEWSWEEK and on CBS NEWS 
where film crews showed Peer Leaders working with 
Ath graders at the Lawrence School in an alcohol out- 
reach program. Project BASE trains teachers and stu- 
dent peer leaders who work with elementary and high 
school students in Brookline and at three other sites in 
Massachusetts. 


Arts in the Schools 


The arts are flourishing in Brookline thanks to im- 
aginative class schedules, judicious use of teachers, 
and through outside grants and funding that supports 
collaboration with performing arts groups who in turn 
provide services to students and teachers. Individual 
artists also make visits to schools. 

Four groups in residence at the schools are: Loon 
and Heron Theatre, Freelance Players, Just Around the 
Corner (all theater groups) and the Peanut Butter and 
Jelly Dance Co. In exchange for space, the groups 
work with students and teachers and give perform- 
ances. 

A wide range of performances and visits by individ- 
ual artists took place at the schools this year: Spanish 
Dance Theater Urban/Suburban, Troubador (Brookline 
Arts Council Arts Lottery Grant); Art of the Black Dance 
and Rigoletto (Brookline Chamber Music Society), and 
East/West Dance Group (Dodge Foundation). Individ- 
ual artists visiting schools included Judith Black, story- 
teller, Judith Steinberg, poet, and Betsy Rose, song- 
writer and folksinger. Poetry has been offered in-serv- 
ice for teachers in the schools by Elizabeth McKim and 
by Barbara Helfgott-Hyett.

In the Visual Arts, 12 high school students and 2 
junior high school students won Gold medals or honor- 
able mention in the Massachusetts Scholastic Art Com- 
petition. 
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Language Arts 

This year the Language Arts Program has been en- 
riched and extended through curriculum materials pro- 
duced by teachers and followed up by workshops to ex- 
plain their use. 

Some units developed are for 7th and 8th grades and 
focus on the study of literature. Units were developed 
for two plays: Romeo and Juliet and Member of the 
Wedding. Units include questions for discussion and a 
variety of writing assignments. Other units focus on 
student products, a poetry anthology or a Bestiary. An 
Editing Handbook was written to help 7th and 8th 
graders use correct grammar and usage. While retain- 
ing a student’s expressiveness, the work on grammar 
refined the writing and helped the student organize the 
ideas. 

Other units included: informational writing, analysis 
of fairy tales for primary grades, science fiction for 
grades 5 and 6, and a guide for historical fiction with 
social studies content for grade 4. 


LIBRARY 


Public Library 


Organization of the Board 


At their regular Board meeting in April, the Library 
Trustees elected Frederick S. Sharff Chairman of the 
Board. Jonathan S. Fine was elected Treasurer and 
Emilie L. Drooker, Secretary. 

The Chairman appointed the following Trustees as 
Chairmen of the Standing Committees: Finance Com- 
mittee, Martha G. Edmondson; Library Committee, H. 
Richard Tyler; Building Committee, Phyllis W. Podren. 

Virginia Palmer Doherty and Barbara S. Marcus 
were appointed by the Chairman to serve as liaison to 
the Friends of the Brookline Public Library. 


Librarian Announces Retirement 


In September, Theresa A. Carroll, Town Librarian 
since 1963, notified the Trustees that she would retire 
as of March 1984. A Search Committee, headed by 
Frederick S. Sharff, Chairman of the Board of Trustees, 
Bertha Ann DeLeon, Virginia Palmer Doherty, Martha 
G. Edmondson and Maureen K. Griffin, was organized 
for the purpose of recruiting a Town Librarian. This 
report includes some references to events and trends 
of the last two decades coinciding with Mrs. Carroll’s 
tenure as Town Librarian. 


Buildings 

In addition to the Main Library, built in 1910, 
renovated and enlarged in 1974, there are two branch 
libraries: Coolidge Corner Library completed in 1956 
and enlarged in 1970, and the Putterham Library which 
opened in 1961. The buildings are functional and adapt- 
able but are in need of a number of repairs. 


Book Stock 


Library holdings include 368,501 books, numerous 
files of periodicals and newspapers, many on micro- 
film, subscriptions to current magazines, and 10,000 
phonograph records and cassettes. There is also the 
most complete available file of Brookline newspapers 
on microfilm, Brookline photographs, clippings, maps, 
atlases, reports and tapes of Town Meetings from re- 
cent years. The Library has a collection of pamphlets, 
college catalogues, business and investment services, 
telephone directories. It serves as a depository for U.S. 
government documents. In 1966, the Trustees, at the 
request of the School Committee, turned over to the 
School Department the administration of the High 
School Library and a book collection of 16,269 
volumes, as well as the periodical and pamphlet collec- 
tion, and the catalogue and shelflist records, followed 
in 1969 by the eight elementary school libraries with a 
book collection of 89,093 volumes. After the transfer of 
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the school library book collections, the Public Library 
collection numbered 278,251 volumes. In 1983 it has 
increased by 90,250 volumes. The phonograph record 
and cassette collection has increased by 143% since 
1963. 


Staff and Volunteers 


The library public is served by a well organized, well 
trained veteran staff who have managed to overcome 
many of the hardships dictated by the limitations im- 
posed by Proposition 2. In the past year, volunteers 
have contributed some 1,000 hours of service in assist- 
ance to the Library staff. Volunteers have typed over- 
due notices, shelved books, filed pamphlets, arranged 
cards for filing in the public catalogues, and assisted 
staff at the Main Library charge desk. 

In addition to the daily work load, the staff accom- 
plished a number of in-house evaluations useful for 
future planning: a survey of use of the Library by young 
adults completed by the Young Adults Librarian; a 
study of fulfillment rate for reference questions com- 
pleted by Reference staff; a new edition of the Large 
Print Book Catalogue published by Loan Department 
staff; a study and preparation for automating library 
functions by the staff computer committee. The staff 
has been studying and evaluating computer alter- 
natives since 1976. Profiting by observation of various 
library systems and the increasing sophistication of 
available operations, the Library is now well prepared 
to acquire and make effective use of appropriate hard- 
ware and technology. In September 1983, the Trustees

submitted a request for funds for this project to be 
allocated through the town’s Capital Improvements 
Program. 


Library Usage 

Programs were continued as far as possible at all 
libraries despite staff shortages. These included films, 
concerts, lectures on art, courses in cooperation with 
the Adult Education program, a Literary Discussion 
group and a Music Appreciation course. For children, 
in addition to the story hours at each Library, there was 
a visit from Tomie de Paolo for a filming of an illustrated 
talk on his book, ‘‘Big Anthony and the Magic Ring’. 

Three plays were presented by the Loon and Heron 
Theatre. The Friends of the Brookline Public Library 
sponsored a program for senior citizens at which Gary 
Merrill, the famed actor, read from Carl Sandburg’s 
poetry. David Brudnoy, well known radio commentator 
and film reviewer, spoke at the Friends of the Library 
Annual Meeting. 

The use of the Library has increased markedly since 
1963, although the town’s population has remained 
almost constant. In the peak circulation year of this 
period, 548,616 library items were borrowed. About 
59% of the circulation is from the Main Library, 27% 
from the Coolidge Corner Library and 14% from the

Putterham Library. The average annual circulation of 
children’s books remains high, at a total of 100,000 
items, although the percentage of children in the 
town’s population is lower. 

In 1983, library cards were issued to 30,732 per- 
sons, or 55.8% of the community. There were 86,715 
requests for information and reference at three Main 
Library staff desks. 


“An Irreplaceable Institution” 


In 1982, when the 125th anniversary of the founding 
of the Library was celebrated, the Board of Selectmen 
adopted a proclamation which included the following 
words: 


‘““WHEREAS, free access to the rich resources of 
the library has enlarged the educational horizons 
of the residents of the town of all ages and the 
library has occupied an increasingly important 
role in the life of the community.” 


“NOW, THEREFORE, firm in the conviction that a 
well informed citizenry is the strongest bulwark of 
democracy, we, the Board of Selectmen of Brook- 
line ... urge all our citizens to seek ways to in- 
sure the continuation of this irreplaceable institu- 
tion.”’ 
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PLANNING AND DEVELOPMENT 


Planning Board — Planning Department 


Organization and Function 


The Planning Board is a five-member citizen commit- 
tee appointed by the Board of Selectmen to serve in an 
advisory Capacity on town planning and community de- 
velopment issues. Herbert L. Shivek continued as 
Chairman. 

The Planning Department serves as staff for both the 
Planning Board and the Board of Selectmen. The De- 
partment has six full-time professional planners and is 
administered by Planning Director Jay Woodward, who 
is appointed annually by the Board of Selectmen. 

In addition to Department staff members serving on 
a variety of local and regional task forces during 1983, 
Assistant Director Mark Eldridge was elected President 
of the New England Chapter of the American Planning 
Association. 


Zoning and Development Review 


The development review function continued to be 
the most significant activity of the Planning Board and 
Department, with a total of 171 zoning cases in 1983. 
Of this caseload, 94 were Board of Appeals cases, 32 
of which involved design review, and 77 were design 
review cases for new signs and facades. These cases 
were handled by Senior Planner Jim White and Nancy 
Loeb, a planner and attorney who joined the Depart- 
ment in March. Design assistance on zoning cases 
was provided by the Department’s design consultants 
John Furlong and Ty Zeigler. 

Significant residential developments reviewed by the 
Planning Board and approved by the Board of Appeals 
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Zoning Review: housing adaptive reuse 
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during the year included the adaptive reuse of a 27 
room lodging house on Waverly Street into a six unit 
condominium and a revised plan for the conversion of 
the Women’s Free Hospital into 87 units. At year’s end, 
the Board gave a favorable review for a 30 unit con- 
dominium development on Cemetery Drive and Heath 
Street. Medical offices were the predominant type of 
new commercial development with a two story medical 
office at 307 Boylston Street, a walk-in medical clinic at 
360 Harvard Street, and the Brookline Animal Hospital 
at 676 Brookline Avenue. Renovation and conversion of 
the former Avigdor Rug property at 637-651 Washing- 
ton Street to medical and general office use was also 
approved. 


Zoning Review: new housing construction 


Under the town’s design review process, commer- 
cial facade changes with dramatic visual impact were 
approved for two of the town’s landmark buildings: the 
S.S. Pierce building at Coolidge Corner and the old Hi 
Lo building at Washington Square. In addition to the 
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Commercial Design Review — Washington Square 


general enhancement of the exteriors, restoration of 
the original facade arches is the focus of both these 
renovations. Other attractive facade changes include 
Ciro’s Restaurant and Matt Garrett’s, both in Coolidge 
Corner. 


Urged by local residents who wanted to preserve the 
residential character of their neighborhood, Town 
Meeting passed a zoning map change from commer- 
cial to residential along parts of Heath and Sheafe 
Streets. Also adopted was a regulation on dish anten- 
nas. 


Community Development Block Grant 


The Community Development Block Grant is one of 
the most important work elements of the Planning 
Department. The Department staff, particularly C.D. 
Administrative Planner Gail Lewis, is responsible for 
application preparation, coordination, and monitoring 
of the Federal Block Grant Program. The current fund- 
ing level of $1,355,000 supports more than twenty sep- 
arate programs, including housing rehabilitation, public 
improvements, park renovations, and public services 
for low and moderate income households. 

Working with Special Counsel Sara Wallace, the 
Department was able to augment the C.D. Block Grant 
by successfully obtaining funding under the federal 
‘‘Jobs Bill’? program, including $76,000 for the rehabili- 
tation of Winthrop Square and $319,000 for additional 
community development activities. 


Energy Conservation Planning 

Beginning with a series of promotional events and 
programs commemorating ‘‘Energy Week,”’ the Plan- 
ning Department this year stepped up its efforts to 
assist residents and businesses in reducing energy 
costs, increasing energy efficiency, and converting to 
renewable energy resources. These efforts were coor-

dinated by Judy Alland, who joined the Department in 
August after serving six years with the State’s Energy 
Office, most recently as Assistant Director of the State 
Energy Plan. Working with the Rehabilitation Office of 
the Building Department, the Planning Department 
also initiated ‘‘Brookline-Save,”’ a time-limited program 
offering reduced-cost attic insulation to local residents. 

The program was co-sponsored by the town, Mass- 
Save, and Boston Edison. By year-end, 641 requests 
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had been received, and it was estimated that 250-300 
attics would be insulated by program completion. The 
Department is currently beginning to develop a Com- 
prehensive Energy Action Strategy Plan to profile town 
energy consumption patterns, establish priority sav- 
ings opportunities and target populations, and recom- — 
mend policies and program directions. 


Commercial Area Planning 


A tour of the town’s commercial areas provides 
quick evidence that the Department’s emphasis on 
commercial area planning over the past several years 
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Landscaping Improvements: Kent-Station Parking Lot. 


is having a positive effect on these areas. The strategy 
of designing commercial area public improvements in 
conjunction with members of the business community 
and neighborhood residents and then implementing the 
improvements with C.D. funds has proven successful 
in Coolidge Corner, Brookline Village, and Washington 
Square. Each of these areas has received a substantial 
infusion of new investment, and the improved “‘public’’ 
appearance has encouraged many merchants to redo 
their own storefronts with new facades and signs. The 
refurbished commercial areas have also served as a 
magnet for new residential development, both in the 
form of new construction and adaptive reuse. 

Of particular significance in Brookline Village were 
the efforts of the Brookline Village Citizens Revitaliza- 
tion Committee (BVCRC) whose members worked with 
DPW Engineers, BRA staff, the Department’s Land- 
scape Designer, and the BVCRC’s Traffic Consultant — 
(Vanasse/Hangen Associates) in completing the final 
plans for the $650,000 Urban Systems Project in 
Brookline Village. This project, which will be under con- 
struction next year, will be a dramatic step forward in 
the revitalization of the Village. This year also saw the 
completion of the landscaping for another BVCRC proj- 
ect, the 52-car Kent-Station Street parking lot across 
from the Brookline Village MBTA stop. 
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B-2 Development 


Redevelopment 


The Department took on the added responsibility for 
implementing the B-2 Development Project following 
the dissolution of the Brookline Redevelopment Author- 
ity in June, with Assistant Director Mark Eldridge desig- 
nated as Development Coordinator. Following exten- 
sive negotiations, the year ended on a high note as 
Town Meeting authorized the Board of Selectmen to 
enter into a land disposition agreement with Winn De- 
velopment Company for the development of a 
$15,000,000 office-retail complex to be known as 
Village Plaza. Town Meeting’s authorization of a $1.3 
million bond issue to relocate the town’s Water Divi- 
sion from the site was another essential ingredient for 
this long-awaited redevelopment project to become a 
reality. 

The Board and Department would like to acknowl- 
edge the extensive efforts of the Brookline Redevelop- 
ment Authority and its staff over the past years in mak- 
ing the B-2 Development Project a reality. These efforts 
were recognized by a special resolution passed by the 
Annual Town Meeting which commended the Authority 
for carrying out its responsibilities with sensitivity, ex- 
pertise, and professionalism. 


Equity Transfer Assistance Program 


The Equity Transfer Assistance (ETA) Program, 
which has provided homeownership opportunities for 
low and moderate income households, successfully 
concluded its three-year demonstration project in 1983 
funded by a $642,000 HUD Innovative Grant obtained 
by the Department. In January, the ETA Program re- 
ceived a national award from HUD for its efforts in pro- 
moting public-private partnerships through the equity 
transfer mechanism. Following the preparation of final 
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program reports to HUD, the Brookline Improvement 
Coalition (BIC), the non-profit corporation which admin- 
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ETA Award Presentation from HUD 


isters the ETA Program, began researching alternative 
funding mechanisms so that the concept of homeown- 
ership funding for low and moderate income house- 
holds could continue. Although the BIC and its Adminis- 
trator, Nancy Rockett, were successful in obtaining 
program development grants from the Local Initiatives 
Support Corporation, a subsidiary of the Ford Founda- 
tion, and the Godfrey. Hyams Trust, to test out an 
“equity-sharing’’ mechanism which would utilize 
private investors as a funding source, the legal and ad- 
ministrative complexities of implementing such a pro- 
gram proved to be too cumbersome for a small non- 
profit organization. At year’s end, it was concluded 
that, with the combination of diminished federal hous- 
ing resources, escalating real estate prices, and com- 
peting priorities for limited local funds, a locally spon- 
sored homeownership program was no longer feasible 
without a major infusion of federal grant funds over an 
extended period of time. 


Capital Improvements 
Programming/Technical Services 


Because of the Proposition 22 budget limitations, 
there has been a virtual moratorium on capital expendi- 
tures for the past two years. However, the Planning 
Board has maintained the Capital Improvements Pro- 
gram process, reviewing proposed capital expendi- 
tures of Town Departments and evaluating them in 
terms of priorities, fiscal impact, and relationship to the 
Comprehensive Plan. Because a continued deferral of 
capital investment in maintenance of the town’s infra- 
structure would have costly long-term consequences, 
the Board expects to press vigorously for a more 
realistic level of capital asset investment by the town in 
the coming year. 

As in previous years, the Planning Department has 
provided technical and design services to many town 
agencies and citizen groups. 


Council for Planning and Renewal 


The Council for Planning and Renewal, a Selectmen- 
appointed citizen’s organization, monitors citizen and 
town planning activities, sponsors informational 
meetings for the public on related community subjects 
and formulates an advisory Community Development 
Block Grant budget for the Board of Selectmen. 


The sixty-five members of the Council are under the 
direction of the Executive Board, which is comprised of 
the chairman, officers and heads of the subcommit- 
tees, which sets the general policy, develops appro- 
priate committees and holds corresponding meetings, 
in coordination with Town Hall personnel. Officers of 
the Council are Jane Hutchings, Chairman; Stanley 
Siegel, Vice-Chairman; and Nancy Lynch, Secretary- 
Treasurer. 


The activities of the organization are carried on 
through various subcommittees, the most active hav- 
ing been the CD Committee and the B-2 Committee. 
Other subcommittees include Neighborhood Liaison 
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and Commercial Areas, along with various ad hoc com- 
mittees. The Council is now in the process of formulat- 
ing an Energy Planning Committee which will work with 
town staff to devise appropriate energy conservation 
strategies on a town-wide basis. 

In addition to numerous meetings on the CD Block 
Grant Program, this year the Council sponsored a 
town-wide meeting on ‘‘Parks, Parking and Politics” 
and a film program on ‘‘Acid Rain’’ and other energy 
issues during Energy Week. 

Just after the close of the year, the Council suffered 
the loss of one of its active, constant members who 
was at the time serving as Neighborhood Liaison Com- 
mittee Chairman, Jane Manly. Mrs. Manly, who had 
been a member of the Council since 1970, was a 
strong advocate of the neighborhoods and 
playgrounds, lending her enthusiasm and broad ex- 
perience to whatever relevant issue arose. Her dedica- 
tion will be missed by all those who knew and worked 
with her. 


Historical Commission 


The Brookline Historical Commission, a seven 
member board, is responsible for identifying and pro- 
moting the restoration and preservation of historically 
and/or architecturally significant structures within the 
town. To this end, it has begun the nomination process 
of 8 districts and over 60 properties to the National 
Register of Historic Places. 
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This year also saw the development and completion 
of a Preservation Plan for Brookline, funded with a 
federal grant and CDBG funds. A 92 page publication, it 
includes an analysis of and recommendations for 30 
neighborhoods; administrative and legislative pro- 
posals to strengthen the preservation planning proc- — 
ess; and a preliminary list of local landmark designa- 
tions.

Activities 


Annual Operating budgets totalling more than 
$2,700,000 were approved by the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD) and State Ex- 
ecutive Office of Communities and Development 
(EOCD), they include operating subsidy payments from 
the state and federal governments of $800,000. 

In addition, $1,158,491 was approved by HUD and 
$248,048 by EOCD to subsidize the rents on privately 
owned apartments which are occupied by families and 
individuals receiving assistance from the Housing 
Authority. 

During the past year, more than $1,000,000 was re- 
ceived from EOCD to replace the entire electrical sys- 
tems and to install fire and smoke detector equipment 
at the Egmont and High Street Veterans developments 
- which work is scheduled for completion in March 
1984. Also, $240,000 was received from HUD to install 
smoke detectors in all the elevator buildings owned by 
the Authority. That work is scheduled for completion in 
May 1984. The Town of Brookline also committed 
$166,000 of Community Development Block Grant 
funding for use in FY 1985 as a contribution toward the 
Authority’s Capital Improvement Program for the 
upgrading of the Egmont and High Street Veterans 
developments. 

A major shift in the delivery of service to tenants was 
implemented in 1983. Four Housing Manager positions 
were created and personnel were hired and assigned 
to offices at each of the housing sites throughout the 
town. This new organizational arrangement is intended 
to insure that Authority staff is well acquainted with 
service needs and available for assistance at the 
various locations. 

Work was completed in the late summer of 1983 on 
the John W. Kickham Apartments at 190 Harvard 
Street. Tenants occupied the 39 unit complex in 
August. A dedication of the building is planned for mid- 
March 1984. 


Building Commission 


You will recall that the Building Commission’s report 
for 1982 related the happenings pertaining to the Water 
Division Garage and Maintenance Facility at Nether- 
lands Road. Specifically, they were: appropriation of 
$65,000 for plans and specifications by the Special 
Town Meeting on June 17, 1982; the selection of the 
Committee of Seven per Article XV-A and its choice of 
Pisani and Associates to be the project architects; and 
the decision to postpone the bid opening because the 
UDAG application had not been approved by the 
Federal Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment. 

During the summer of 1983 the Town became aware 
of the availability of Federal funds and decided to pro- 
ceed at least with a part of the project. The architects 
were directed to divide the project into two parts and 
prepare contract documents accordingly. One con- 
tract would be for the demolition and new construction 
and the other would be for the rehabilitation of a portion 
of the existing building. Proposals for this work were 
received in mid September. However, because the 
bids received exceeded the estimated cost by a con- 
siderable sum, all proposals were rejected. 

The Board of Selectmen and Building Commission 
then jointly decided to proceed with the overall project 
and the architect was directed to revise the plans and 
specifications. Proposals for the entire project were ac- 
ceptable and the Board of Selectmen, on recommen- 


Historic District Commission 


During the early months of 1983, the Historic District 
Commission developed a study report concerning the 
history and architecture of the Walnut Street-High 
Street Hill Neighborhood. Based on the recommenda- 
tion of this report, Town Meeting voted in May, 1983 to 
establish the Pill Hill Local Historic District which in- 
cludes 224 properties. The by-law revision establishing 
the new district also added the review of walls and 
fences to the scope of the Commission’s work while

dation of the Building Commission, awarded contracts 
for the Water Division Garage and Maintenance Facil- 
ity on Netherlands Road and for the Park and Forestry 
Maintenance Building at Larz Anderson Park after the 
December 13, 1983 Special Town Meeting appropri- 
ated the required funds. 

Construction will proceed in early 1984 for both proj- 
ects to meet the completion dates of mid summer 1984 
for the Park and Forestry Building and late fall 1984 for 
the Water Division Garage and Maintenance Facility. 

The Building Commission members were reappoint- 
ed by the Board of Selectmen and Mr. Louis Scorziello 
was unanimously reelected chairman for 1983-1984. 

Other activities of the Commission included pro- 
viding residents, property owners, and other town 
agencies with advice, historical information, and 
technical assistance ranging from historically appro- 
priate paint colors to federal tax incentives for restora- 
tion projects. 

After five years of hard work and accomplishment, 
Leslie Larkin tendered her resignation and was re- 
placed by Greer Hardwicke, a Ph.D. candidate in 
History at Boston College. Ms. Hardwicke was the 
regional coordinator for the State’s Architectural 
Heritage Education Program for three years before 
joining the Commission. She joins Carla Benka in carry- 
ing out the programs of the Commission and imple- 
menting the goals set forth in the Preservation Plan.

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HUMAN RESOURCES 


Health Department 


Early in 1983, the Health Department began the im- 
plementation of a new Brookline Bylaw requiring the 
provision of non-smoking sections in restaurants with 
forty or more seats. While instances of slow or inade- 
quate compliance were dealt with by the use of avail- 
able enforcement sanctions, the Bylaw generally was 
implemented smoothly by the affected restaurants and 
was well received by the general public. Later in the 
year, Brookline became the first municipality in 
Massachusetts to provide non-smoking areas in offices 
serving the public in Town Hall and to establish no 
smoking rules at public meetings. The steps were 
taken following adoption by the Board of Selectmen of 
recommendations offered by the Health Department 
and the Advisory Council of Public Health. Further initi- 
atives for the Smoking and Health program are being 
planned for 1984, including steps to encourage and 
assist town employees who wish to discontinue smok- 
ing. 

Environmental Health - A significant improvement in 
environmental health coverage was achieved by in- 
creasing the inspectional staff by an additional half- 
time inspector. This new position was filled by employ- 
ing part-time inspectors three evenings per week and 
for two four hour periods on weekends. This staffing ar- 
rangement not only adds to the Department’s total 
resources while, at the same time, addressing the need 
for an increased Health Department presence beyond 
the conventional weekday work hours. This need 
relates to the fact that many restaurants and food 
stores are at their busiest during the exact hours when 
health inspectors traditionally have not been available. 
Additionally, inspectional coverage during the extend- 
ed hours has a further important benefit in providing 
more effective response to emergency housing com- 
plaints, such as those involving the absence of heat or 
hot water and in assisting residents who have daily 
schedules which make evening or weekend contact 
more feasible. Another potential gap in the continuity of 
Health Department coverage was a proposal to modify 
the normal work hours by slightly extending the hours 
on Monday through Thursday and closing Town offices 
on Friday afternoon. In order to avoid a situation which 
would further limit environmental health coverage in 
the community, the Department has established an al- 
ternative plan for modified work hours under which an 
inspector remains on duty every Friday afternoon. 

The Housing program continued as a major activity 
with inspectional follow-up of complaints and ag- 
gressive enforcement of housing code violations. While 
the number of complaints were fewer than in recent 
years, reflecting somewhat milder weather with fewer 
episodes of severely cold temperatures, the number of 
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Order Letters issued was sharply higher. A number of 
housing code revisions were adopted by the State 
Health Department and are now being implemented by 
the Department. The revisions include requirements 
regarding smoke detectors, the repair or removal of 
damaged asbestos insulation materials, and lowered 
temperature limits for hot water supplies. 

The Food Protection program received major atten- 
tion, but it was not possible to place the level of empha- 
sis believed to be needed to provide an acceptable 
level of food protection in a mobile and complex socie- 
ty. The number of food establishment inspections in- 
creased in 1983 and enforcement actions included the 
issuance of Order Letters and the use of administrative 
hearings or other licensing sanctions. Procedures are 
being developed which will make it possible to monitor 
sanitation status more closely and guide a program of 
selective follow-up and enforcement. Plans are also be- 
ing developed for informational programs and work- 
shops for food establishment employees in an effort to 
achieve greater protection for members of the general 
public who patronize food establishments in Brookline. 

Community Health Services - The non-environmental 
category of programs and services received an impor- 
tant boost with the restoration of the half-time position 
of Coordinator of Community Health Services. After be- 
ing vacant for more than two years as a consequence 
of Proposition 22, the availability of a health profes- 
sional in this position has strengthened the Depart- 
ment’s capabilities for the planning, delivery, follow- “UB 
and evaluation of health services. 

The Children-at-Risk program continued to orovea 
comprehensive preventive health services to high risk 
children in the community. Weekly sessions of the 
Child Health Conference were the focal point of this 
program in spite of the untimely death of Dr. Eleanor 
Zaudy, the attending pediatrician whose devotion and 
skill served an entire generation of Brookline children. 

The implementation of the licensing team concept to 
day care centers was continued with the expectation 
that it will lead to closer monitoring of compliance with 
state and local requirements, day care center facilities, 
staffing, and program content. Training in First Aid and 
CPR procedures is being offered to day care center 
personnel. ; 

Predictions of a more severe Flu season prompted 
an increased response to the annual flu clinics. In addi- 
tion to seven sponsored clinics; distribution of flu vac- 
cine to local physicians, nursing homes and to VNS pa- 
tients, accounted for a total of nearly 3,000 doses. 
Other basic services repeated from last year included 
blood pressure screening, skin cancer detection, and 
distribution of surplus cheese and butter. 


Increased health education activities included CPR 
and Choke Saver courses and Baby Sitter training. The 
Department applied for, and has been awarded, a mini- 
grant from the American Public Health Association to 
support a project targeting on automobile passenger 
safety for infants, toddlers and children. 

The Substance Abuse program handled more than 
1200 calls related to alcohol and drug problems. While 
many were requests for general information or com- 


munity education, a number were urgent requests for 
assistance in crisis management, post-crisis follow-up, 
or referral to area programs or facilities. 

On a cost-reimbursement basis the program con- 
ducted for the Brookline Municipal Court more than 
250 pre-sentencing assessments of persons convicted 
of drunk driving. Preventive aspects have been 
stressed through intensified community education 
workshops. 


Human Relations-Youth Resources 


1983 was a year of vitality for the Human Relations- 
Youth Resources Commission. 

Elizabeth S. Pollock was elected to a fifth term as 
commission chairman. Harold Koritz was elected as 
the new vice-chairman. New members appointed this 
year were: Rabbi Robert Gelber, Helen Patterson and 
Howard Prunty. New associate members were: Ruth 
Flaherty, Joslin Ham, Philip Henkoff, and Stephen von 
Lichtenberg. Retiring members since 1982 were Chris- 
topher Crowley, Maxine Dolle and Anita Meer. 

Aside from sub-committee work sessions, the com- 
mission held 11 staff-assisted meetings during 1983. 
The full-time staff included the Director, Assistant 
Director and Senior Clerk-Stenographer, while the part- 
time staff included the Jobs for Youth Coordinator and 
seasonal Youth Workers. A student intern from Welles- 
ley College assisted in child care activities. The com- 
mission offices served as the Brookline home of the 
Norwood-Newton Employment and Training Adminis- 
tration (CETA and JTPA). 


Human Relations 


During 1983, the commission meetings focused on 
specific discussion topics in addition to its regular 
business: January - juvenile delinquency; March - the 
Chinese community; April - controversy surrounding 
the U.S. Commission on Civil Rights; May - human serv- 
ices consolidation in Brookline; June - arson provoked 
by racism and anti-Semitism; September - race rela- 
tions at the High School; October - legal issues in- 
volved in combating racial violence; November - cable 
television and programming for human relations edu- 
cation; December - community relations. 

The CATV Committee was particularly active in pro- 
ducing the first of what is expected to be a series of 
programs on human relations issues. These programs 
will premier in 1984. 

In addition to his work in community relations, the 
Director is Brookline’s Affirmative Action Officer, Fair 
Housing Officer and Minority/Women Business Enter- 
prise Officer. In the course of implementing the town’s 
Affirmative Action programs, the Director interacted 
with department heads and other town personnel, as 
well as with federal and state equal opportunity compli- 
ance officers and members of Brookline’s and Greater 
Boston’s minority communities. The staff prepared 
comprehensive Affirmative Action compliance reports 


for the U.S. Equal Employment Opportunity Commis- 
sion, Department of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) and the Massachusetts Commission Against 
Discrimination (MCAD). Satisfactory Affirmative Action 
compliance had a direct impact in enabling Brookline 
to receive federal and state funds. In January, the 
town’s revised Fair Housing Plan was approved by the 
MCAD. 

The Director served as a member of the Multi- 
Cultural Task Force and the Boston Area Advisory 
Council to the MCAD, was town representative on the 
Norwood-Newton Employment and Training Adminis- 
tration Area Manpower Planning Board, and par- 
ticipated on the Catholic-Jewish (relations) Committee 
of the Archdiocesan Ecumenical Commission, as well 
as the Social and Economic Justice Committee of the 
Jewish Community Council of Metropolitan Boston. In 
addition to Brookline programming, he addressed 
human rights groups in Boston, Medford and Newton. 

The Director worked with area mental health, social 
service and legal assistance agencies to assist Brook- 
line residents with their problems. He also served as a 
mediator during conflicts between residents of differ- 
ent backgrounds. 


Youth Affairs 


Youth Affairs programming is supervised by the As- 
sistant Director and places great emphasis on preven- 
tive programming. During 1983, the commission em- 
ployed, or found employment for, 554 of the town’s 
youth. This included summer and in-school jobs funded 
through a HUD Community Development Block Grant, 
the Norwood-Newton Employment and Training Admin- 
istration, the town-sponsored Mini-Public Service Pro- 
gram, plus part- and full-time private sector jobs (Jobs 
for Youth). Youths in. the public sector programs 
worked in town departments and for private non-profit 
agencies. 

Teenagers in the public sector programs (CDBG and 
the town-sponsored Mini-Public Service Program) 
worked 33,072 man-hours in 14 town departments. 
These participants benefited the town by allowing the 
Park Department to clean and maintain more open 
areas than possible with its regular work force, staffed 
three Recreation Department day camps providing ac- 
tivities for hundreds of the town’s youths, and aug- 
mented the School Department’s custodial division 


allowing for the completion of major cleaning projects. 
The town’s share of costs for these youth employment 
programs was just over $11,000. 

Another component of the commission’s preventive 
programming was youth counseling. The commission 
maintained a close working relationship with - and 
made referrals to - area mental health, social service 
and juvenile justice agencies. The Assistant Director 
had 178 counseling sessions with troubled youths on 
matters such as employment, family, school, and 
court-related problems. 

The third component was the continuing summer 
Youth Worker Intern program. Due to vandalism and 
acting-out in our parks and playgrounds, the commis- 


sion hired college age men and women to supervise 
teenager activities in Brookline parks and playgrounds 
in the evening. This program was teamed with the Park 
Police Intern program administered by the Brookline 
Police. Both programs were coordinated by the Assist- 
ant Director of Human Relations-Youth Resources. 


The Assistant Director served as a consultant to 
local government agencies in matters of youth employ- 
ment, licensing of coin-operated amusement devices 
and public safety. 


Finally, the Commission’s Child Care Information 
and Referral Service continued to be utilized by town 
residents in need of organized day care. 


Council on Aging 


The Council on Aging provides and coordinates serv- 
ices to Brookline residents 60 years old or over. It is 
composed of six members representing town depart- 
ments, eleven citizen members, and fifteen associate 
members. The Council operates five Multi-Service 
Senior Centers, three in public housing for the elderly 
and two in public elementary schools. These are 
staffed by a professional director, four full-time and 
eight part-time workers. 

The Council works closely with other town depart- 
ments as well as with public and private agencies. Con- 
gregate lunches are served at each of the five Senior 
Centers; West Suburban Elder Services, a regional 
agency which administers state and federally funded 
services to elders, provides those offered at elderly- 
housing sites. In addition to the meals, social, cultural, 
musical and educational programs are held at each 
Senior Center. 

This year the Council on Aging cooperated with Beth 
Israel Hospital to present a 25-week health education 
program for older people called ‘“‘A Healthier You.”’ 
Topics discussed by Council and hospital staff 
members included medical aspects of aging, nutri- 
tional information, and stress management, with 
follow-up sessions on stress management held at the 
various Senior Centers after the conclusion of the 
series. 

Transportation for Brookline’s elderly is provided by 
an Elderbus, funded in part by a grant from West Subur- 
ban Elder Services and in part by the town. A compre- 


Veterans Services 


During the year 1983, as in previous years a wide 
variety of many diverse types of problems beset the 
clients of the Department of Veterans Services. The of- 
fice established under Chapter 115, as amended, of the 
General Laws of Massachusetts is called upon to be 
much more than a source of financial assistance. 

The benefits cover living expenses in accordance 
with the State approved budget plus medical needs. 
One-half of all funds expended are returned to the town 


hensive survey of elderly transportation needs under- 
taken this year resulted in establishment of the Brook- 
line Elder Taxi System (BETS), a cab discount program 
for income-eligible elders sponsored by the Council on 
Aging and the town’s two taxi companies. Both Elder- 
bus and BETS give older people vital access to health 
and hospital care, shopping, nutrition programs and 
group activities. 


Each of the Multi-Service Senior Centers serves as 
an information and referral center to help guide older 
people through the complex elderly resource network. 
A retired attorney helps with individual legal problems 
and questions and two full-time counselors are avail- 
able for crisis intervention, counseling and protective 
services when needed. A particular effort has been 
made this year to reach elders at libraries, housing 
sites and supermarkets with information about the 
emergency medical ID cards and Vial-of-Life protection 
available to them. An outreach grant for work with frail 
elderly in the community has also been received from 
the Massachusetts Department of Elder Affairs. 


As always, the Council on Aging relies on dedicated 
volunteers for help in its programs. Council volunteers 
have staffed surplus cheese and butter distributions 
sponsored by the Health Department and cancer 
screenings held by the American Cancer Society, and 
members of the Brookline Rotary Club serve as volun- 
teer guardians and conservators in the Council’s legal 
protective services program. 


by the Commonwealth. We were able to recover 
$18,412.10 during 1983 from agreements to reim- 
burse. The funds were turned over directly to the Town 
Treasury. 

In order to prevent the payment of unauthorized or 
unwarranted benefits, this Department has the legal 
responsibility to conduct periodic home visits. The pur- 
pose of this is to assess changes in the applicant's 
needs, his own ability to meet these needs and his 


_ eligibility for Veterans Benefits. 

Avery significant phase of the Department’s work is 
“Services’’. This covers all information requested per- 
taining to veterans’ rights and assistance in filing the 
specific Federal or State form necessary to obtain the 
benefits desired. The Veterans Administration in 1982 
paid the Veteran and his dependents living in Brookline 
$370,827.28. 

The Memorial Day Parade and Exercises was held 
on Monday, May 30th. Chief Marshal, David J. Peter- 
son, Commander, Felix Seligman Chapter II| Disabled 
American Veterans led the parade followed by the 


Board of Selectmen, members of the General Court, 
Marine Corps Color Guard, Brookline High School

Department, Disabled American Veterans American 
Legion, Jewish War Veterans, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars and their auxiliaries, St. Mary Color Guard, Pierce 
School Band, Brookline Twirlers, Cub Scouts and 
Camp Fire Girls and Boys. 

Prior to Memorial Day all the veterans’ graves 
located in Brookline Cemeteries were decorated with 
an American Flag. 


Rent Control 


The Rent Control Board adopted four major regula- 
tions in 1983 in the areas of individual rent adjust- 
ments, evictions, removal permits and general adjust- 
ments. Regulation 39, in regard to individual landlord 
petitions for rent adjustments, is a new regulation 
which is based on adjusting a property’s net operating 
income for inflation by use of the Consumer Price Index 
and replaces the previous rent adjustment regulation, 
Regulation 10, which was adopted in 1971. 


Regulation 37, in regard to evictions, is also a new 

_ regulation. This regulation sets out several procedural 
_ ules in regard to filing applications, hearings, and 
other related matters. It also defines ‘‘consistent late 
payment”’ of rent as a just cause for issuing a certifi- 
cate of eviction if the rent is paid late for a total of 135 


_ days or more during the previous twelve months. 
: 


Regulation 29, originally promulgated in 1980 in 
_ regard to removal permits, was amended in response 
to the several amendments to Article 38 which had 
_ been adopted by Town Meeting since 1980. In addition, 
_ the Board also amended Regulation 2 of the Housing 
- Conversion Board regulations because of Town Meet- 
_ ing’s amendments to Article 39. The amendments to 
_ the removal permit regulations are an attempt to clarify 
_ those Town Meeting amendments and to codify the 
Board’s removal permit policies which were developed 
since 1980. 


In October, 1983, the Board adopted Regulation 40 
setting forth General Adjustment of Rents No. 11, ef- 
fective January 1, 1984. Under this regulation, oil- 
: heated buildings received a rent increase of 6.14% 
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and gas-heated buildings received an increase of 
EPA 

In November, the Board adopted Regulation 41 in 
regard to real estate taxes and general adjustments 
setting forth the policy that tax increases or decreases 
resulting from changes in assessed valuation will not 
be included in general adjustments. 

Also, in 1983, the Board substantially overhauled its 
regulations by repealing four regulations and amending 
five more. Complete revised sets, as well as single edi- 
tions, of the agency’s regulations and copies of the 
town’s rent and eviction control by-law, as most recent- 
ly amended by Town Meeting on May 31, 1983, are 
available to the public for a nominal fee. 

In FY-1983, the Board maintained its same level of 
fees including the $12 annual unit registration fee 
which fee is paid initially by the owner of the controlled 
unit to the town but paid back to the owner by the ten- 
ant during the calendar year. The total of all fees col- 
lected in FY-1983 excluding unpaid bills, was $72,985, 
or 42.1% of the total operating budget. 

567 petitions were filed in FY-1983 and 308 cases 
were heard. Hearings were waived by all parties in 143 
cases and 144 petitions were withdrawn for various 
reasons during the year. There were 33 petitions for ju- 
dicial review filed against the Board in FY-83 and by the 
end of the year there were approximately 100 active 
cases still pending in the courts. 

The Board’s major objective in FY-1984 is to enforce 
compliance with the by-law through increased in- 
vestigations, prosecutions and civil litigation where 
necessary. 


FINANCE 


Assessors 


The Board of Assessors is comprised of Andrew H. 
Creen, Jr., Chairman, George F. McNeilly and Richard 
S. Kates. Richard P. Boffa was reappointed as Assist- 
ant Assessor and Jeffrey M. Epstein as Research 
Analyst. 

During 1983 the Board lost the services of Francis E. 
Ryan and Joseph K. Eckert, both noted experts in the 
assessing profession. Mr. Ryan retired in October after 
serving as Chief Assessor for over 18 years. Mr. Eckert 
left the area over the summer to assume a new posi- 
tion as Director of Education for the International 
Association of Assessing Officers. We wish them the 
best of luck in their personal and professional pursuits 
and would like to acknowledge their many contribu- 
tions in providing equitable assessments for all tax- 
payers in Brookline. 

Mr. Creen, the new Chief Assessor, joins the Board 
with a varied background in assessment administration 
and revaluation implementation. Most recently he was 
employed by the Department of Revenue and primarily 
responsible for reviewing revaluations conducted 
throughout the Commonwealth. 

Mr. Kates, a professional property manager, has 
made a significant contribution to the Board since his 
appointment just a few months ago. His expertise in 


property management and real property appraisal will 
ensure a continued high level of professionalism on the 
Board of Assessors. 

The last revaluation in Brookline was implemented 
for FY-82. In order to comply with existing statutes, the 
Assessors are required to re-estimate the value of each 
parcel of real and personal property as of January 1, 
1984 for FY-85. In accomplishing this task, it is the goal 
of the Assessors that the resulting assessed values be 
reasonable and proportional and that each individual 
taxpayer bear his fair share of the tax levy. 

The net amount to be raised by direct taxation for 
FY-84 was $43,709,423 an increase of $1,737,423 or 
4% over the previous fiscal year. 

Relying on data provided by the Assessors, the 
Board of Selectmen voted for a classification system 
and also to adopt a residential exemption of $13,300. 
On November 7, 1983 the residential tax rate of $25.71 
and the commercial, industrial and personal property 
tax rate of $32.24 were approved by the Department of 
Revenue. 

The following two tables show a comparison be- 
tween FY-83 and FY-84 of appropriations, receipts, and 
taxable value, all of which provided the basis for the 
determination of the tax rate for each fiscal year.

Articles First through Fifteenth previously published, and the following ad- 
ditional articles: 


Sixteenth Article-A. To see if the Town, acting under Chapter 218 of the

1. Authorize the Selectmen, acting in behalf of the Town, to conduct urban 
renewal projects and activities as defined in Chapter 121B of the General 
Laws, in that block known as B-2, within the Marsh Urban Renewal Project, 
and 


2. Empower the Selectmen, acting in behalf of the Town,to have all the powers 
Of an operating agency subject to the limitations provided in Sections forty- 
five to fifty-nine, inclusive, of chapter one hundred and twenty one B of 
the General Laws, and have such further powers and be subject to such further 
limitations as would from time to time be applicable to a redevelopment 
authority, as if in existence in the Town;

Background: On April 29, 1982, the firm of Winn Development Company was selec- 
ted as the new designated developer for the B-2 Parcel; their proposal calls 
for the construction of a 140,000 sq. ft. office building with ground floor 
retail and the adaptive reuse of four (4) structures on the site totalling 
32,000 sq. ft. In addition, surface and structured parking will be provided 
for 300 cars. Following an intensive planning process over a two-month period 
with affected neighborhood groups, a "consensus" plan was developed and a new 
UDAG application was submitted to the Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment on July 16, 1982. UDAG approval by HUD is predicated on the designated 
developer submitting firm financial commitments and demonstrating that the 
project is ready to commence within 6 months following approval. There is 
nationwide competition for this funding. 


While recognizing the difficulty in putting together a new office development 
project in today's economy, it had been anticipated that Winn Development 
Company would have obtained a major tenant (and firm financing) for the new 
office building by this Town Meeting. While the developer has indicated that a 
major tenant has been selected, negotiations have yet to be completed and a firm 
financial commitment has not been obtained. The major impediment to the 
developer's marketing of the B-2 Parcel to prospective tenants has been the fact 
that most of the existing businesses have yet to relocate from the site. For 
this reason the Board of Selectmen voted on April 11, 1983 to instruct the 
Brookline Redevelopment Authority to clear the sige of existing businesses as 
soon as possible, including proceeding with evictions if necessary. 
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If preliminary UDAG approval is not forthcoming in June, a decision will be made 
at that time whether to 1) proceed with the current proposal (assuming a firm 
written commitment has been made by the major tenant by that time); 2) proceed 
with a phased development, beginning with the adaptive reuse portion of the 
project; or 3) begin the developer selection process anew and provide an oppor- 
tunity for other development teams to participate in the B-2 Project. Which- 
ever option is pursued, the Board of Selectmen is firmly committed to implementing 
the long-awaited development of this renewal site. With the proposed close-out 
of the Brookline Redevelopment Authority on June 30, 1983, the Board is currently 
in the process of preparing a transition plan which will transfer all properties, 
powers, and obligations of the Authority to Town Agencies. 


FOURTEENTH ARTICLE

The term "qualified voter," wherever it occurs in this act, means 
a voter qualified by law to vote for candidates for the office to 
be filled or from which a removal is sought.

This article is inserted in the Warrant at the request of registered voters 
who offer the following explanation: 


The Town has been concerned for the last few years over the operation of two 
semi-autonomous Town agencies which have ignored public input and have been 

generally unresponsive to inquiries from the public. Those agencies are the 
Brookline Redevelopment Authority and the Brookline Housing Authority. 


The Town Meeting attempted a Home Rule Petition in the last year on the con- 
stitution of the Housing Authority. Such ad hoc measures seem to not address 
what should be a mechanism for dealing with all Town officials. The Home 
Rule Petition submitted is the one which has been used in the Town of Norwood 
since 1914, 


A motion for "Favorable Action" under the Fourteenth Article, seconded by 
Claire R. Waldman, was overwhelmingly "DEFEATED".

VOTED: "Be It Hereby Resolved That: Brookline shall be off limits to the design, 
development, developmental research, testing, production of nuclear weapons, and 
any other activities which support such development." 


TWENTY-FOURTH ARTICLE 

Resolved that the Town of Brookline is in favor of instituting an off-street 
permit parking program to make spaces available for rental to residents and their 
guests in some of the Town-owned parking lots and along portions of the Beacon 
Street MBTA reservation and urges the Transportation Board to adopt such a pro- 


gram. 


Upon motion of Claire R. Waldman, duly seconded, the following proposed amendment 
to Article 24 was DEFEATED by a counted vote, forty-three (43) recorded in 
Favor, eighty-five (85) recorded as Opposed: 


That the question presented by Article #24 be referred to the Board of Selectmen 
and the Transportation Board for a comprehensive, Town-wide study of residential 
and commercial parking problems as well as traffic problems facing the Town, and 
a report prepared for the Fall Town Meeting. 


Upon motion of Charles Ames, seconded by Ronald F. Rosenblith, it was by a 
counted vote, seventy-nine (79) in Favor, forty-seven (47) opposed: 
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VOTED: That the question presented by Article 24 be referred to the Selectmen 
for a report and an article in the Warrant for the Fall Town Meeting.

among the funds provided for Contractual Services, Materials and Supplies and 
other charges, within the total amount of such funds appropriated for each 
department. A copy of said transfer shall be forwarded to the Advisory Commit- 
tee. 


Expenditures for Personal Services shall be limited (a) to the number of 
positions in each pay or salary classification and (b) as to each position not 
within the classification and pay plans, to the amount of compensation recom- 
mended by the Advisory Committee therefore unless specifically changed by the 
Board of Selectmen, or in the case of Part E, the Board of Library Trustees. 


Expenditures chargeable to Capital Outlay or Repairs to Public Buildings shall 
be restricted to the specific items and amounts recommended by the Advisory 
Committee as if voted separately unless specifically changed by vote of the 
Board of Selectmen. 


The foregoing restrictions on the expenditures of funds shall not apply to 
appropriations in Part D for maintaining the Public Schools. Information 
Services Expenses shall be allocated and charged fifty percent to the appro- 
priation for maintaining the Public Schools and fifty percent to the Information 
Services appropriation for other Town uses. 


Authority is hereby granted to the School Committee to enter into leases for 
temporary classrooms at various locations. 


Any expenditure of funds for Contractual Services or Capital Equipment in 
excess of $5,000 by the Information Services Department shall require specific 
prior approval by the Board of Selectmen and the School Committee. 


Funds provided by any Town Meeting for adjustments in salaries of officers or 
employees shall be allocated by the Comptroller to the various departments 
affected. 


Whenever one department expends funds for goods or services furnished to 
another department, detailed records of use shall be maintained by the supplying 
department and, at least monthly, the supplying department shall forward a 
charge notice to the user department, which after proper approval, shall be 
authority for the Comptroller to charge the user's funds and credit the 
supplier's funds. 


Within twelve months following completion and acceptance of any construction 
voted under any article at this Town Meeting, all unencumbered funds shall be 
closed or otherwise disposed of in accordance with law and no further expendi- 
tures shall be authorized.

We are informed that Firefighter 
Tynan is expected to remain in that status for same time period 
yet to be defined. A transfer to other medical status in the 
future with improvement in his condition can be anticipated. The 
Town is uninsured for this accident. 


Funding for medical care has been handled through the first week 
of November, 1983 with a Reserve Fund Transfer of $39,976. 
Liability through the end of FY '84 can be anticipated at the 
approximate rate of $16,500 (+-) per month at New England Sinai 
Hospital. Maximum exposure for this liability assuming no medical 
deterioration can be $127,875. 


The Advisory Committee has voted at its December 1, 1983 meeting 
as follows: , 


The Advisory Committee requests the Board of Selectmen to place 
before Town Meeting at the earliest possible time, the question of 
reopening the Fire Department budget and the Legal Department budget 
for the purposes of funding continuing medical and unbudgeted legal 
expenses. | 


A similar situation exists in the Legal Department. The $15,000 

FY '84 appropriation for Appellate Tax Board representation fails 

to reflect the current extraordinary case load of Palmer & Dodge 
before the Appellate Tax Board. Already, five months into the fiscal 
year, accrued fees exceed the appropriation. The best current 
estimate of the partner in charge of this work at Palmer & Dodge is 
that fees payable by the Town in FY '84 will amount to $50,000. 


It also seems likely that the $45,000 budget for Town Counsel will 
prove inadequate. In FY '83 the Town spent $62,719 for Town Counsel, 
at a contractual rate of $40 per hour. This year the hourly rate 
has been increased to $50. Based on the first five months of the 
year, it appears likely that the total will again be approximately 
$60,000. 


A chart comparing FY '83 appropriations and expenditures to the 
FY '84 appropriations for the Legal Department is attached. 


At tis December 1, 1983 meeting the Advisory Conmittee adopted the 
following resolution:
